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THE CORN CROP OF THE WEST. 

The question most frequently asked 
us these days is: ‘‘What is your esti- 
mate of the corn crop?” We are not 
statisticians, and hence must rely on 
our general knowledge of the soils of 
the west, on the measure of heat and 
rainfall as furnished by the weather 
bureau, and the reports of the statisti- 
cians. all of which are almost as valu- 
able to our readers as they are to us. 
A month ago it seemed as though half 
a crop of corn was about all that was 
probable and two-thirds of a crop all 
that was at all possible. The cloud 
blanket on the nights of the 16th, 17th, 
and 18th of September, and the excess 
of heat over the normal for the last 
three weeks has given us a crop in ex- 
cess of anything that could be reason- 
ably hoped for or that seemed at all 
possible. The general opinion seems 
to be that a least two-thirds of the 
acreage remaining after the desolating 
floods of last spring is out of the way 
of frost; possibly more. 

We have never seen a time when it 
was so difficult to form a correct esti- 
mate of the yield of corn, even with 
these conditions known, as it is this 
year. In ordinary years, given a knowl- 
edge of the physical condition of the 
soil to start with, the temperature, 
and rainfall, one can make a reasonably 
correct estimate even without the re- 
ports of the statisticians. This has 


been an off year in every respect. It 
is always the unexpected that has 
happened. 


We expect to hear reports this year 
of larger yields on the best high and 
dry land than have been reported for 
ten years past. The size of the ears 
is phenomenal. Never have farmers 
sent us such large samples of corn 
as they have been sending us the last 
two weeks. Even these yields, how- 
ever, will be to some extent disappoint- 
ing. We examine every day these sam- 
ples hung up in our office, and are 
astonished at the shrinkage that is 
going on. The cob and corn even 
when apparently dry and hard contain 
an unusual amount of water and the 
man who cribs corn this year the first 
of December must figure on a shrink- 
age of twenty per cent by the first of 
May. This seems to be the condition 
of corn generally. The twelve-inch 
ear will be ten inches, and the circum- 
ference and weight of corn and cob 
will decrease in about the same pro- 
portion. On these best lands there will 


be a full yield of corn, considerably | 


more than an average, and there will 
be good yields of corn on even thin 
lands this year provided the cultiva- 
tion was all right and the land had 
both excellent air and water drainage. 

There is quite a per cent of corn in 
some parts of the west that will re- 
quire at least until the middle of Octo- 
ber to be out of the way of frost. One 
can scarcely expect good corn weather 
up to that date, and hence there will 
be inevitably, unless again the alto- 
gether unexpected happens, a good 
deal of soft corn. It is a common re- 


mark among farmers that even in the 
best fields there is a good deal of late, 
soft corn, therefore we fear that the 
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expectation of farmers who have ap- 
parently phenomenal yields will be dis- 
appointed, and they would do well to 
put themselves in the position of the 
Irishman who, when asked how much 
his pig weighed, replied: “It did not 
weigh as much as I thought it would, 
and I knew it wouldn’t.” 

It goes without saying that the high 
prices which farmers expected to real- 
ize from what corn they had will not 
be realized. Corn will not go to famine 
prices this year; nevertheless, we ex- 
pect a good price, and it would not 
at all surprise us if the cash value of 
the crop of 1903 would be quiie equal 
to the cash value of any crop we have 
had in the last ten years. The fall in 
the price on the market will encourage 
exportation and the willingness of the 
foreigner to take our corn at anything 
less than forty or forty-five cents in 
Chicago is the best assurance that the 
farmer has against the low prices that 
have been his fear and dread in past 
years. This condition is likely to be 
permanent. The foreigner understands 
the value of our corn as a feed for live 
stock and will use it whenever he can 
buy it cheaper than he can get it from 
the Argentine or the Danube. 





ENTRIES FOR KANSAS CITY. 


The entries for the American Royal 
Live Stock Show, to be held at Kansas 
City October 19th to 24th, are now in, 
and indicate that there will be about 
700 head of breeding cattle, exceeding 
the number of last year by about 200. 
The Herefords lead in numbers with 
271;  Short-horns, 192; Aberdeen 
Angus, 146; Galloways, 90. There are 
309 entries from Missouri, 115 from 
Kansas, 69 from Iowa, 54 from Indiana, 
50 from Illinois, 30 from Nebraska, 18 
from Wisconsin, 17 from Kentucky, 16 
from Ohio, and 8 each from Texas and 
Minnesota. The total number of ex- 
hibitors is 106. 

In the fat stock competition classes 
59 head of fat steers and heifers have 
been entered in the individual classes, 
and 78 car loads have been entered up 
to last week. This does not represent 
the number of car loads that will com- 
pete, however, as entries in this 
division are held open until the begin- 
ning of the show. Everything points 
to a great show in both breeding and 
fat stock classes. 





FATTENING SHEEP. 


A northern Iowa _ correspondent 
writes that he is about selling all his 
stock, among which he has 100 head 
of sheep, half of them being February 
lambs and the rest ewes. As the pres- 
ent price is not satisfactory he wishes 
to know if it will pay him to feed. 

We would feed the sheep. These 
ewes, which he tells us are bred again 
for February, would probably ve worth 
as much or more money at home than 
in Chicago provided the buyer were at 
hand. To sell them, however, would 
break the car load, and sheep can be 
handled much better in car load lots 
than in any other way. We would com- 
mence feeding at once, beginning with 
oats, say a quarter of a pound per day, 
and then gradually increase it until 
they were on full feed, when they 
should eat two pounds of grain per 
day. Beginning with oats, we would 
add shelled corn and increase the 
amount of corn until at the finish we 
were giving two-thirds corn and one- 
third oats; or, if bran were cheaper, 
pound for pound, we would give bran. 
In fact, the greater variety of feed 
sheep are fed the better, and wheat 
screenings and barley, if at hand, 
should be utilized. 

In connection with this we would 
give them all the clover hay they want- 
ed to eat, and if we had timothy and 
not clover we would exchange the tim- 
othy for clover. In fact, where alfalfa 
can not be had, there is no kind of 
forage so good for sheep as clover, the 
next best being corn fodder. 

The thrift of the sheep will depend 
on how they are fed, and this involves 
quite a number of particulars. The 
sheep should always be fed in a clean 
trough. The feed should be put in 
evenly before the sheep are admitted 
so that each will get its due share. 
It is important that they have plenty 
of pure, fresh water, and water from 
a well running through a trough is bet- 
ter than water standing still while they 
are drinking. There are a lot of little 
things in feeding sheep that can be 
learned only by experience, but the 
main thing is pure water, salt at the 
proper time and in proper amounts, 
clean troughs, as great a variety of 
feed as possible, plenty of clover hay, } 
and the eye of a watchful shepherd. ' 





Do not ever feed at any one time more 
than they will eat up clean, and if 
any is left let the hogs have it. Keep 
the troughs always clean envugh so 
that if you had to eat out of the 
trough yourself it would not affect your 
appetite. The earlier sheep are fit for 
market this year the higher is the price 
likely to be. 





ERGOTISM. 


An Iowa correspondent writes us 
that his sorghum has about two per 
cent of ergot in the seed, and wishes 
to know whether it is liable to produce 
abortion in cattle. 

We would scarcely expect it to pro- 
duce abortion except in the latter 
stages of pregnancy. The danger in 
feeding this is not of abortion but 
gangrene of the feet. Almost every 
year the bureau of animal industry re- 
ports cases of supposed foot an mouth 
disease which in every case so far in- 
vestigated has proven to be gangrene 
of the feet or the dropping off of the 
hoofs of cattle that have been fed on 
ergotized hay. Usually the ergot oc- 
curs in wild rye, which is harvested 
with prairie grass in August at a time 
when the rye nearly always ergotizes. 
Occasionally it occurs in other plants. 

We had a report this year from Mis- 
souri of ergot in blue grass. Ergot 
occurs frequently in blue grass and in 
redtop but seldom does any damage 
because cattle having plenty of green 
grass do not eat the ergotized heads. 

We have asked our correspondent to 
send samples to the veterinary depart- 
ment of the college at Ames, Iowa, and 
have asked the dean of that department 
to give our readers suggestions as to 
how to handle this sorghum when it 
appears to be ergotized. Our sugges- 
tion would be in all such cases to cut 
the sorghum with a binder and shock 
it, and then if there is much ergot in 
the heads to thrash or cut them off 
and thus prevent feeding the ergotized 
seed. The forage will not be affected 
by the ergot on the head. 

In the meantime we ask all our read- 
ers to examine their sorghum and see 
whether ergot is present or not, and 
if so, to send us a sample, and we will 
have the subject gone into by the 
scientists as thoroughly as possible. 
This case should put all our readers on 
their guard, for if it occurs in one field 
it may occur in others. 





THE COTTON BOLL WEEVIL. 

What has the cotton boll weevil to 
do with us farmers north of the cotton 
belt, we hear some subscriber say. 
More, possibly, than you think for. 
This pest is continuing its march from 
the borders of Mexico north and east 
and its damages do not appear fully 
until the cotton picking season. It is 
now reported that it has destroyed one- 
half-of the crop of Texas, which state 
grows about one-third of the crop of 
the United States and about one-fourth 
or one-fifth of the crop of the world. 
That means higher priced cotton cloth- 
ing for every man, woman, and child 
in the United States, and in foreign 
countries. It means a reduction of the 
labor in the cotton spinning mills of 
the old world as well as in the new. 
This cotton boll weevil may be a very 
small and insignificant insect but it 
reaches across continents and oceans 
and affects the Chinese coolie and the 
great English manufacturer as well as 
the farmer in the corn and grass states. 

Besides, it affects the agriculture of 


.the south in a way that southern farm- 


ers as yet have failed to realize. It 
means an entire reorganization of 
southern industries, and this, again, 


will affect, perhaps more directly than 
even the price of clothing, the northern 
farmer. It was natural that the cotton 
boll weevil should attack the cotton 
fields of the south. Wherever the one 
crop system prevails, some insect al- 
ways develops that will force men into 
a different method of farming, or what 
is known as diversified farming. It is 
so and always has been so in the wheat 
country, in the corn country, in fruit 
countries, and so long as men fail to 
heed this plain, simple lesson, no mat- 
ter who, they will have to take some 
of nature’s medicine. It never was 
intended that an insect pest should 
prove seriously destructive to any peo- 
ple. If, however, we continue to de- 
stroy the birds, the natural enemies of 
insects, if we grow one crop so ex- 
clusively that insect pests have every 
opportunity to multiply, we must ex- 
pect sweeping and desolating failures 


that will compel farmers and planters | 
to stop and think and realize that they | 


are working at cross purposes with 
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nature, or, we should rather say, with 
the God of nature. 

The farmers of the north have had 
no difficulty in changing over from a 
wheat growing to a diversified agri- 
culture because they are a thrifty race 
and do most of their labor with their 
own hands. The farmers of the south 
in the cotton belt have a much more 
difficult problem before them. They 
are dependent on the unintelligent 
negro laborer who knows nothing else 
except to grow cotton. They will no 
doubt go on for a year or two in the 
old way trusting that the weevil will 
disappear until at last the lesson is 
pounded into them so severely that 
they will be compelled to make this 
change. The men who engineered the 
cotton corner and pushed the price up 
until it has disturbed the industries 
of the world evidently knew what they 
were doing. 





SOME FEEDING QUESTIONS. 


An Illinois correspondent writes: 

“Is brewers’ grain suitable for horse 
feed? All of our horses like it and 
will leave oats and corn to eat it. 
Will it do to feed to a brood mare? 

“What is the feeding value of 
mangels for shoats six months old, for 
fattening hogs, for brood sows, or for 
hogs of any age?” 

Dried brewers’ grain, according to 
the summary of experiments given by 
Professor Henry in “Feeds and Feed- 
ing,” is equal pound for pound to oats, 
and where it can be bought cheaper 
than oats can be used to advantage as 
part of the ration. We do not know 
why this might not be fed to brood 
mares in connection with oats and 
corn. 

Mangels have only a little over nine 
pounds of dry matter and about ninety- 
one poundsof water perhundred pounds. 
pounds of water per hundred pounds. 
It therefore goes without saying that 
the hog six months old or over could 
not eat enough of them to put on flesh 
rapidly. The dry matter is richer in 
flesh formers than potatoes and less 
rich in carbohydrates. The place of the 
mangel, therefore, is as a succulent 
ration for dairy cows during the win- 
ter when fed on corn or other dry 
ration, and can be fed to young stock 
during the same period and for the 
same reason. They are not a complete 
feed for anything but may be used to 
very great advantage by the brood sow 
and all pregnant animals and all young 
stock during the season when other 
succulent food can not be had. 





THE AUTOMOBILE ON THE FARM. 


At present the automobile is the 
rich man’s fad, as was the bicycle 
several years ago. When the employes 
in the cities began using bicycles, the 
proprietor must have a fast horse, and 
of late an automobile. Of late years, 
however, the bicycle has ceased to be a 
fad and is kept for profit in its use. 
The automobile will no doubt follow 
the same course and will be employed 
largely in doing the work of the draft 
horse in the cities. When it is per- 
fected and the cost is decreased it 
will no doubt take the place to a great 
extent of the driving horse. 

Will it ever take the place of the 
horse on the farm? Not generelly, but 
it is quite probable that in certain sec- 
tions and on certain farms it will be 
used to advantage. Our English 
friends, who are not usually very ready 
to adopt new things, have been experi- 
menting with the motor, as they call 
it. in farm work. We notice the re- 
sults of several recent trials: Six 
acres of hay were cut in three hours 
and twenty minutes at a cost, including 
gasoline, oil, and the time of the 
driver, of forty-two cents per acre 
Nineteen acres of wheat were cut in 
ten hours with the consumption of 
eighteen and one-half gallons of gaso- 
line, or petrol, as it is called there 
Two acres and fifteen perches of land 
were plowed to a depth of seven inches 
in five hours and forty-nine minutes at 
a cost of about $1.85 per acre. The 
acres there, it must be remembered, 
are larger than ours. 

Our readers, however, need not fear 
that the automobile will take the place 
of the draft horse to such an extent 
as to interfere with the profit of grow- 
ing them. If used at all, it will be 
on farms where there is use for horses 
only part of the year and in lines of 
work that can be done better with an 
automobile than with a horse. We 
do not exnect ever to be able to plow 
corn with an automobile, and if a 
farmer must have horses to plow corn 
he is likely to use them as the entire 
motor power on his farm.

THE ADVANTAGE OF AN EARLY 
VARIETY OF SPRING WHEAT. 


A Wisconsin subscriber in referring 
to our reply to an inquiry from enother 
correspondent, writes: 


“In your last issue you ask about 
in early spring wheat to sow with 
arly Champion oats. Why is it this 
armer wants to sow wheat with just 
his one kind of oats? Here we sow 
nats and wheat together, and they 
‘ipen all right. We sow the Welcome 
vats but do not know the name of the 
wheat. It is a hard Fife. It ripened 
here this year about the first of August. 
it is the only way we can grow spring 
wheat here.” 

Our correspondent lives in 4a first- 
class oats country. Our previous cor- 
respondent lives in a section not so 
well adapted to the growing cf oats, 
vartly because of the excessive rich- 
ness of the land, partly because we 
have frequently from about the 10th 
f July to the 20th, very hot, muggy 
weather which causes oats to crinkle 
down in the straw and sometimes 
lodge. What our previous correspond- 
ent wanted was some kind of wheat 
that he could grow with the oats that 
do best with him and which r'pen be- 
fore these excessively hot, muggy days 
which do so much damage to the later 
oats. 

This letter is interesting mainly be- 
cause it shows how widely different 
in their capabilities are the Ccifferent 
sections of the field covered by Wal- 
laces’ Farmer. It is for that reason 
that we always give the location of 
persons who ask farm questions so that 
the reader, who is supposed to have 
a good knowledge of geography, will 
understand the advice given. If this 
is not kept in mind Wallaces’ Farmer 
may apparently be open to the charge 
of giving very contrary advice. In re- 
plying to these questions we aim to 
give the advice needed in the locality 
of our correspondent, which may be 
the very opposite from sound advice 
in some different sections of the coun- 
try. Climates vary, soils vary, as well 
as seasons. To receive the proper edu- 
cational value from answers to these 
questions it is important to look at the 
map and know something about the 
climate, and especially the heat and 
rainfall, as well as the character of 
the soil of the different sections. 

We still wish to know where a 
variety of spring wheat can be found 
that will ripen at the same time as 
Early Champion oats, which is about 
the time of the ripening of winter 
wheat; some years earlier, some years 
later. 





ASSERT YOUR MANHOOD. 


The subscription season for agricul- 
tural papers is now approaching and 
farmers should select their reading for 
the coming winter. They should select 
the best agricultural reading that is 
within their reach. We have never had 
so many first-class agricultural papers 
as we have now and never had so many. 
poor ones—papers undertaken simply 
as a business enterprise, conducted by 
business men who know nothing about 
farming and whose primary object is 
not to advance agriculture, using the 
word in its broadest sense, but simply 
and solely to make money. This class 
of papers may be known by the fact 
that they are sent often without be- 
ing subscribed for at all to men whose 
names have been secured from tax 
lists and otherwise, and continue to be 
sent for one or more years and the 
accounts then put into the hands of a 
collector to be sued unless the farmer 
cheerfully gives down by paying for 
that which he never purchased. Others 
of this class of papers are sent for 
a short period at a very low rate and 
continue to be sent until all arrearages 
are paid. 

No first-class agricultural paper fol- 
lows this method. It requires payment 
in advance because its merits enable 
it to secure subscriptions in advance. 
It stops when the time is out because 
it keeps its contracts. It has agreed 
to send the paper for such a !ength of 
time for so much money, and if the 
contract is not renewed by more 
money, it stops. 

One of the greatest difficulties in the 
way of agricultural advancement is the 
fact that farmers allow themselves to 
be imposed upon by the cheaper and 
more worthless class of papers and 
fail to assert their manhood by refusing 
to pay for that for which they did not 
subscribe or for a longer period than 
that for which they did subscribe. If 
they have subscribed with the under- 
stamling that the paper is to be con- 
tinned until the time expires, then let 
them pay up, and if they do not want 
the paper any longer let them order it 








stopped. If they have never ordered 
it, or if it continues coming after the 
time for which it is ordered has ex- 
pired, then let them assert their man- 
hood, stop the paper, and pay no at- 
tention to threats of suit. These are 
simply threats—bold bluffs intended to 
scare the timid soul into paying for 
something that he never bought. 

Many farmers put off getting a first- 
class paper until they can clean out 
the vampires. As the vampires still 
continue to suck, they deprive them- 
selves of a paper that would be of real 
value to them. First-class agricultural 
papers enjoy competition with each 
other. It puts them on their metal and 
the public is benefited by this honest 
and fair competition. The public is 
injured, however, and the first-class 
papers are injured by the competition 
of papers that can not in the nature 
of things give value received, and 
which the farmers continue to take 
by failing to assert their manhood. 

Wallaces’ Farmer does not reach 
very many of this class of farmers 
directly, and if our readers will urge 
their neighbors to assert their man- 
hood and subscribe for papers only 
which stop when the time is ont, they 
will do a good service to the cause of 
agriculture. Wallaces’ Farmer was 
one of the first to adopt this method. 
It is one of the few that have been 
able to follow it. The success which 
has followed it shows that this is not 
merely good policy but a correct busi- 
ness principle, the right way of doing 
things, and if all agricultural papers 
would adopt this plan the entire coun- 
try would have a new lease of pros- 
perity. 





BACTERIA FOR LEGUMES. 


It took a long time to convince even 
progressive farmers that it required 
more than clover or alfalfa seed and 
a fertile soil to produce a paying crop 
of these grasses. That something more 
was the bacteria which by colonizing 
on the small roots of these plants 
enable the plant to make use of the 
free nitrogen of the atmosphere. 
Legumes, whether clover, alfalfa, peas, 
or beans, will grow without these bac- 
teria on the roots but they will not 
grow a big crop except in very rich 
land, and then become soil exhausters 
instead of soil renovators. It is the 
bacteria on the roots that enable 
plants of this order, or the legumes, 
to utilize the free nitrogen of the air, 
thus supplying the utmost wants of 
the plant and in addition storing 
nitrogen in the soil. There are some 
sections of the country which are 
already well supplied with these bac- 
teria. Other soils are not, and in order 
to make the growing of legumes profit- 
able on these soils, it is necessary to 
supply the bacteria. 

It has been quite a common thing 
during the last year for farmers east 
of the alfalfa country to have shipped 
in some dirt from alfalfa fields and 
thus inoculate a small area from which 
in time they will inoculate the rest of 
the fields. There is usually a small 
number of these bacteria which come 
in on the seed, and in time almost any 
field will be supplied from this source, 
as these bacteria multiply and increase 
very rapidly in the soil, but the cheaper 
and better way where on examination 
either clover or alfalfa does not have 
tubercles on the roots is to inoculate 
in the most convenient way possible. 
Our advice for years past has been, 
whether in sowing clover or alfalfa, 
where the land is not supplied with 
the bacteria, to mix the seed with an 
equal amount of soil in which the 
plant has been grown and shown bac- 
teria on the roots. Many farmers this 
vear have shipped in dirt from Ne- 
braska, Kansas, or the Agricultural 
Exneriment Station of Illinois. 

The department of agriculture, 
which is looking carefully after the 
interests of farmers. pronoses in the 
near future to supply these bacteria, 
on cotton free to annlicants who will 
agree to renorts the resuits. and at 
the same time send salts, bv the use 
of which the bacteria can be increased 


very rapidly. It sends three small 
packages, numbered 1, 2. and 3. No. 
2 contains the eotton batting which 


has been filled with bacteria from the 
agricultural experiment fields at Wash- 
ineton. Nos. 1 and 3 contain the salts 
with which. so to sveak, the bacteria 
are to be fed until thev are ready to 
be anplied to the seed or the soil 
which it is intended to inoculate. The 
following are the directions: 

“Pnt one gallon of clean water 
(preferably rain water) in a clean tub 
or bucket and add No. 1 of the en- 
closed nackage of salts. Stir occasion- 
ally until all is dissolved. Carefully 
open package No. 2 and drop the en- 
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closed cotton into the solution. Cover 
the tub with a paper to protect from 
dust and set aside in a warm place for 
twenty-four hours. Do not heat the 
solution or you will kill the bacteria— 
it should never be warmer than blood 
heat. After twenty-four hours add the 
contents of package No. 3. Within 
twenty hours more the solution will 
have a cloudy appearance and is ready 
for use. To inoculate seed take just 
enough of the solution to thoroughly 
moisten the seed. Stir thoroughly so 
that all the seeds are touched by the 
solution. Spread out the seed in a 
shady place until they are dry enough 
to handle, and plant just as you would 
untreated seed. To inoculate soil take 
enough dry earth so that the solution 
will merely moisten it. Mix thor- 
oughly so that all the particles of the 
soil are moistened. Thoroughly mix 
this earth with four or five times as 
much, say half a wagon load. Spread 
this inoculated soil thinly.and evenly 
over the field exactly as if spreading 
fertilizer. This should be done just 
before plowing or else the incculated 
soil should be harrowed in immedi- 
ately. Either of the methods de- 
scribed may be used as may be most 
convenient.” 

The government proposes to send 
out bacteria for the various legumes 
such as crimson clover, red clover, 
and hairy vetch, as well as alfalfa. 
The process is a secret which will be 
patented by the government in the 
interest of the American farmer. Our 
readers who have difficulty in growing 
clover, or, rather in maintaining a 
stand of clover after it has been 
secured, or who wish to grow hairy 
vetch. would do well to make applica- 
tion next spring to the department of 
agriculture and secure a supply of 
bacteria. 





WHEAT AND COWPEAS. 

Our Missouri readers would do well 
to keep an eye on the experiments go- 
ing on at the Missouri Agricultural 
College in growing wheat and cowpeas 
together. There {s a good deal of land 
in that part of Missouri which does 
not grow clover satisfactori‘'y. We 
refer to the flat lands on the divides 
that were heavy clay to bein with and 
from which the humus h&s !:ren ex- 
hausted by long continued cuilivation, 
and, in many cases, very poor itrming. 
Clover sown on these lands does well 
enough during the summer, but lifts 
out during the winter so that farmers 
have practically abandoned clover 
growing on these broad, flat, clay 
divides. 

The plan followed by the Missouri 
station is to sow cowpeas oa wheat 
stubble, sowing them immediately after 
harvest, then harvesting them just be- 
fore wheat sowing and putiing the 
land to wheat the same year. The sta- 
tion has followed this up for four years, 
entting the cowpeas the last week in 
September, then thoronghly disking 
the stubble and sowing wheat the very 
first of October. The results indicate 
that in this way land increases in pro- 
ductiveness. On one acre the station 
has secured four tons of good cowpea 
hay and 144 bushels of wheat within 
four years. 

There is good sense in the above as 
well as valuable experience. What 
does the cowpea do for the wheat? 
First, being a legume and using the 
free nitrogen of the atmosphere. it in- 
ereases the nitrogen in the soil; sec- 
ond, the turning under of the stubble 
adds humus to the soil and thus in- 
creases its capacity to withstand both 
drouth and flood. This is the theory 
unon which all leguminous crops are 
grown. and practical experience fully 
establishes the correctness of this 
theory. 

ALFALFA SEED. 

A great many interesting experi- 
ments have been carried on in the ter- 
ritory east of the Missonri this last 
year with alfalfa. We hope to have 





quite full reports after the winter is 
over and the time for reneating the 
experiments or duplicating them for 
another year has arrived 

Two or three things have already 
been settled: one, that alfalfa can be 
grown in certain soils in manv parts 
of the Mississippi vallev as we!l as in 
the Missouri: another, that alfalfa seed 
grown without irrigation is much more | 
likely to succeed in producing a good | 
cron on the drier lands than the finer 
looking alfalfa see grown on irri- | 
gated lands | 

Those of our readers who are ex- | 
pecting to sow alfalfa next year should 
therefore secure if possible seed grown 
in sections where irrigation is not prac- 
ticed Alfalfa, like every other plant, 
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adapts itself to new climates and new 


conditions. It has, however, gradually 
adapted itself to do with less and less 
water, learning how to get water, so 
to speak. j 

Our readers can readily see that a 
few years of cultivation on the drier 
lands will produce a type of alfalfa 
much more likely to succeed in the 
Mississippi valley than that which has 
been accustomed to water in abund- 
ance for thousands of years. Just as 
we have dry land or “Providence” rice 
and irrigated rice, so we will have dry 
land or “Providence” alfalfa, depend- 
ing on the amount of water Providence 
sends, and alfalfa that is supplied with 
water by the hand of man. 

We simply drop this hint now so 
that our readers who make the experi- 
ment next year will be able to make 
it with the greatest probabilities of 
success. 





SEED BED FOR WHEAT. 


Professor Smith, director of the 
Michigan station, has the following 
statement in the Chicago Record- 
Herald of his views as to the proper 
seed bed for winter wheat, and we 
quote it because his views, so far as 
putting wheat on corn stubble is con- 
cerned, harmonize with the  oft- 
repeated teachings of Wallaces’ 
Farmer on this point: 

“The ideal seed bed for wheat has a 
very loose two inches on top and a 
rather solid subsurface. Hence it is 
good farming to follow corn with wheat 
where the former crop has been well 
cultivated, kept clean, and with top 
soil soft and pliable. Hence, too, it is 
good farming not to plow out stubble 
if free from weeds. A disk harrow will 
fit it in good shape. ' 

“Why plow deep, then spend so much 
time in repacking? There Is a distinct 
advantage, I admit, in airing the soil to 
a depth of six inches or more, a better 
nitrification and a _ healthier root 
growth as a consequence, but when 
the economic side is considered I am 
sure that many oat fields which are 
now plowed would return a better net 
profit from the wheat crop were they 
simply disked and sown.” 

We are not sure his suggestions as 
to disking oats stubble are correct in 
the southern portion of the winter 
wheat sections. Theoretically they 
perhaps are correct, but an oats stub- 
ble free from weeds in the winter 
wheat section is a rather unusnal thing 
and occurs only in a dry season. 

Again, soils differ. If the soil had 
as much sand as Michigan soils have, 
we would not hesitate to follow his 
teachings, but in a large portion of 
the winter wheat section there is a 
good deal of heavy clay, and we would 
not care to grow an oats crop on corn 
and follow it with a wheat crop with- 
ont plowing. There is time enough 
after oats harvest to plow and thor- 
oughly prepare the land so as to secure 
this seed bed. We would, however, 
unless the land was verv weedy, rather 
take our chances of disking just before 
the wheat was sown than plow just 
before. Two vears ago a ne‘ghbor of 
ours was plowing oats stubble in late 
September, intending to sow it to 
wheat. As he was a new beginner in 
wheat growing we asked him to quit 
nlowing and spend his time in getting 
the portion already plowed thoroughly 
packed helow, then disk the rest, and 
drill, and thus make an experiment. 
The wheat grew about a twenty-five 
bushel crop, less by five or ten bushels 
than wheat on corn stubble immedi- 
ately across the road, but he was not 
able to tell which was the better crop, 
that on plowed land or on disked.

The avricultural department of Missouri

Four kinds of feed will he used 
grass and corn, gluten and graes, corn and 
cattan seed mes! and corn and linseed meal 
Experiments already earried ont show that 
the gain made by feeding linsecd or cotton 
seed meal and orn ia approximately two 
and one-half pounds ner day. The result ts 
slichtly in favor of Mnseed meal in actual 
rain. though very Ilttle, but in profit the 
result favors the cotton 
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lowa Siate Fair Finances. 
Secretary John Simpson of the Iowa 
State Board of Agriculture has issued 
a statement of the finances of the state 


fair. The total amount received from 
the fair of 1903 was $59,748.56; the 


expenses and premiums, $45,602.75, 
making a net profit from the fair this 
year of $14,145.81. This is certainly 
a handsome showing. It will be re- 
membered that on every day of the 
fair there was rain in some quantity 
and on the two heaviest days it was 
a terrific downpour that flooded the 
grounds. Had the weather been favor- 
able it is safe to say that the surplus 
from this fair would have been at least 
$25,000, and in all probability more. 
The fair gtarted this year with a bal- 
ance from the préviouB year of some- 
thing over $30,000, of which nearly 
$18,000 was spent for permanent im- 
provements on the fair grounds. At 
the present time the finances are in 
excellent condition, there being very 
nearly $28,000 to the credit of the de- 
partment. This means. that the 
grounds and buildings will be still 
further improved for the coming fair. 

In view of its present satisfactory 
condition, it seems to us it is time for 
the Iowa State Fair to take an ad- 
vanced position in the matter of side- 
shows and other concessions. The 
revenue from all the concessions 
amounts each year to something like 
$5,000 or $6,000. Some of these are 
entirely proper, and we presume we 
would be safe in saying that if the 
Iowa State Board of Agriculture abso- 
lutely refused admission to sideshows 
of every character it would not suffer 
a loss of more than $3,000 to $4,000 in 
its revenue. It can well afford to stand 
such a loss, and we predict that action 
of this kind would bring in much 
more money from perfectly legitimate 
channels. 

The present management of the fair 
is excellent; under it the character of 
the annual exhibition has steadily im- 
proved and the Iowa State Fair is now, 
everything considered, the greatest 
agricultural exhibit held in the entire 
country. Its tone, however, is Jowered 
by the class of concessions admitted 
to the grounds. We trust that the 
present board will put the capsheaf on 
its past good work by making the next 
state fair absolutely clean.

important that you know what the 
judge regards as the best corn, and 
how he goes about it to pick out the 
best sample, the second best, and 
so on. 

The great object which the judge has 
in mind is to select that sample of 
corn for first place which in his esti- 
mation is best for seed purposes; i. e., 
will, if planted next spring, give the 
greatest profit per acre in the district 
in which you are competing. 

Now there are a number of things 
which the judge takes into considera- 
tion in scoring or marking the samples. 
In the first place, the samples will be 
laid side by side on a table or long 
plank so that they can be studied care- 
fully and compared. Two or more ker- 
nels are taken out of each ear and laid 
at the tip of their respective ears with 
germ or chit side up. In case there 
are any poor sample which for any 
reason stand no show of winning they 
are laid to one side without spending 
any more time upon them. The judge 
then scores the remaining samples, 
taking up one point at a time and 
marking each sample what he thinks 
it deserves on this particular point, 
and so on until the samples have been 
marked or scored on all the different 
points. The score for each sample is 
then added, and the one with the 
highest total receives first place, and 


the next highest second place, and 
so on. 
The following points will be con- 


sidered in judging the samples: 

First—Trueness to type or breed 
characteristics, which means that all 
the ears of the sample should show 
the characteristics of the varietv which 
they represent as to size, shape, and 
color. This applies to kernels as well 
as to ears. It is important that the 
ears of the sample show as much uni- 
formity as possible in all these re- 
spects, for example, do not put both 
rough and smooth ears into the same 
sample, nor ears with very large nor 
very small kernels. (10 points.) 

Second—Shape of ear. The shape of 
ear should conform to the variety type. 
With most of the varieties it is im- 
portant that the ears should not be 
slender nor taper too rapidly, as this 
indicates weakness or lack of consti- 
tution; rather have the ears full in 
the middle, carrving their size well up 
to the tip, rounding over quite rapidly. 
{10 points.) 

Third—Color of the grain and cob. 
All of the ears of the sample should 
show as uniform a color as possible 
in both grain and cob. (10 points.) 

Fourth—Market condition, inctding 
vitality or vigor. The ears should be 
sound, firm, well matured, and free 
from mold, rot, or insect injuries. 
Kernels with a starchy, dull appear- 
ance or with the chaffy portion of the 
cob adhering to the tips of the kernel 
or with the tip portion protecting the 
germ broken off, showing a black ap- 


pearance or a_ shriveled, wrinkly 
appearance of the tips of the kernel, 
all indicate lack of maturity. (10 
points.) 

Fifth—Tips. The tips of the ears 


should not be too tapering. and should 
be well filled with regular, uniform 
kernels. (5 points.) 

Sixth—Bnutts. The rows of kernels 
should extend in regular order over 
the butt, leaving a deep impression 
when the shank is removed. Open and 
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swelled butts are inaieniiie. (5 


points.) 


Seventh—Uniformity and shape of | 


The kernels should be uni- 
form in shape, size, and color, and 
true to the variety type. The kernels 
should be so shaped that their edges 
touch from tip to crown. The tip por- 
tion of the kernel, i. e., the end next 
to the cob is the richest in protein and 
oil, and hence of the highest feeding 
value. For this reason and also be- 
cause ears with kernels of this kind 
have greater vitality and constitution, 
the tip portion of the kernel should be 
full and plump. It is also important 
that the kernel should have large, 
strong germs, as this aiso indicates 
high feeding value and strong vitality. 
(15 points.) , 

Eighth—Length and circumference 
of ears. The best length and circum- 
ference will depend upon the variety 
and also upon the district in which the 
sample is grown. The following will 
indicate the standard which is adopted 
for the general score card in Iowa: 
First, as to length of ear—Northern 
sections, 814 to 91% inches; central sec- 
tion, 8% to 9% inches; southern sec- 
tion, 9 to 10 inches. Very long ears 
are generally objectionable because 
they generally have poor butts and tips, 
broad, shallow kernels, and hence a 
low percentage of corn to cob. Second, 
as to circumference of ear—Northern 
section, 6% to 7 inches; central sec- 
tion, 6% to 7% inches; southern sec- 
tion, 7 to 6% inches. Circumference 
of ears are generally measured out 
one-third of the distance from the butt 
to the tip of the ear. (15 points.) 

Ninth—Furrows between rows. Wide 
space or furrows between rows is ob- 
jectionable as it indicates a “run out” 
condition of the corn, on the other 
hand, a little space is advisable. (5 
points.) 

Tenth—Space between the tips of 
the kernels next to the cob. Ears that 
have space between the kernels down 
next to the cob not only have a low 
feeding value but shell out a lower 
per cent of corn to cob and have lower 
vitality, giving weaker plants. (5 
points.) 

Eleventh—Proportion of corn to cob. 
The per cent of corn to cob should be 
from 85 to 87. In determining the pro- 
portion of corn to cob, weigh and shell 
every alternate, ear in the _ exhibit. 
Weigh the cobs and subtract from 
weight of ears. giving weight of corn. 
Divide the weight of corn by the total 
weight of ears, which will give the 
per cent of corn. For each per cent 
short of standard a 1% point cut shall 
be made. 

If the boys who expect to enter the

of studying economy instead of putting 
on style. The greed of capital and the 
greed of labor have already restricted 
business, especially in building lines, 
and are beginning to restrict consump- 
tion of manufactured products.

little labor as possible for the money 
received on the other, we will suffer 
the penalty of our greed and selfish- 
ness. There is no escaping the law 
which punishes the oppressor of the 
poor on the one hand or the get-rich- 
quick conspirator on the other. These

- Bees in Boxes, 


This has been a wonderful year for 
bees over a great portion of our ter- 
ritory. Farmers have caught stray 
swarms and put them in any sort of 
box or keg that was handy. The few 
hives on the farm have so multiplied 
that farmers have used any sort of 
box to put the surplus swarms in, and 
the question now arises as how to 
handle them. A correspondent who 
has a bex of this kind which is now 
filled up with bees and honey wishes to 
know how he is to keep them through 
the winter, how much surplus honey 
he should take out for himself, and how 
to do it. 

We would not do anything with a 
swarm of this kind this year. We 
would advise our correspondent to let 
it alone this winter unless he takes 
all the honey and destroys the bees. 
It can be picked up when cold weather 
comes and set in a dry cellar, or a 
shock of corn can set around it, or 
a box can be put around it and filled 
with chaff, and left alone until] next 
summer. If we wished to save the 
swarm we would let it stand until the 
hive throws off its first swarm, next 
May or June, then, on a warm day, 
when honey is plenty, we would smoke 
the bees out into another hive, take 
the box to pieces, take out the brood 
combs, straightening them if neces- 
sary, fastening them in frames in a 
movable frame hive, then put the bees 
back and let them go to work, putting 
the swarm, of course, in a hive of the 
same type with combs fitting any hive 
on the place. On this plan the chil- 
dren would have to do without the 
honey this winter and let their minds 
dwell on ‘the supply of honey for the 
future. We would not advise putting 


| these brood combs into a new hive at 
| this time of year, nor would we advise 


an inexperienced man to undertake to 
remove part of the honey out of a box 
hive. . 

A similar question was referred to 
Mr. E. S. Miles, the expert bee keeper 
of Crawford county, Iowa, except in 
this latter case the bees have about 
one hundred pounds of honey in a box

16x16 inches, which is evidently more 
than they need, and our subscriber 
wishes to know how to handle them. 
Mr. Miles writes: 

“Different colonies and different con- 
ditions, as to where wintered and the 
kind of spring following, make it im- 
possible to tell just how much honey 
a colony of bees will need. The only 
safe way is to leave plenty, and thus 
be prepared for bad seasons, and if 
good ones come instead no harm is 
done, as the bees always do better for 
having plenty of stores on hand. If 
the bees are wintered out doors thirty 
to forty pounds of honey is none too 
much. 

“As to taking some of the honey, 
the only way would be to pull off part 
of the top or one side and cut some 
out with a knife. I would not advise 
it, however, this late in the fall if it 
is-desired to save the colony. It is not 
advisable to disturb bees after cool 
weather sets in unless from some un- 
avoidable cause they are light of 
stores. 

“In wintering in a box hive T would 
remove the bottom if it was readily 
removable, or, if not, enlarge the en- 
trance and set it in a good warm cellar, 
having the same, or the part where the 
bees are, thoroughly darkened, so they 
will not fly out. If a good cellar is not 
available, I would drive three or four 
stakes in the ground six or eight 
inches from the hive and have them 
reach about a foot above the hive. 
Then, when cold weather begins, I 
would pack dry straw or leaves tightly 
around the hive, except on the south 
side, on which side I would have the 


entrance for the bees. and which I | 


would leave open. I would put about 
ten or twelve inches of the packing on 
top, and over this a board or some- 





thing to turn off the rain. A large 
colony with plenty of honey prepared 
thus are almost sure to winter well, 
and can be transferred to a hive when 
clover begins to bloom next spring. As 
the colony in question has so much 
honey it might pay better to brim- 
stone it and take the honey, and buy 
another colony in the spring. One 
hundred pounds of honey ought to be 
worth $10, and it ought to be easy 
enough to buy a colony in a frame 
hive in the spring for $5, thus saving 
$5 and the bother and risk of winter- 
ing them.”

The Wheatland Plowing Match. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 


More than three thousand people at- | 


tended the Wheatland plowing match 
this year. There were twenty-four en- 
tries; twenty-three contestants fin- 
ished their “lands.” This successful 
plowing match, farmers’ outing, and 
school of practical agriculture was in- 
augurated twenty-six years ago by the 
farmers of Wheatland township, Will 
county, Illinois, and is still managed 
by them. There are no entry fees, and 
no admission is charged. No side- 
shows and no games of chance are 
allowed. Each succeeding year the 
match is held on a different farm, the 
only requirement being that there be 
a sufficient water supply, shade trees, 
tying room for teams, and a field large 
enough to accommodate the plowmen. 

Wheatland township is noted for its 
well cultivated fields and prosperous 
farmers. A very large part of the 
prosperity is due to the good plowing 
which is characteristic of the township. 
The good plowing is in large tneasure 
due to the “Wheatland Plowing 
Match,” an annual event looked for- 
ward to with much interest by thou- 
sands in Will and adjoining counties. 

Many of the older farmers in Wheat- 
land township twenty-five years ago 
were Scotchmen and Englishmen. 
They knew the value of good plowing 
and wished the young men and boys 
on their farms to become good plow- 
men. As an incentive towards this 
they conceived the idea of a plowing 
match at which prizes would be given 
for the best work. 

A meeting was called in the neigh- 
borhood school house, and arrange- 
ments made for the match to take 
place September 22, 1877, in a field 
near the school house. On that day, 
at 9 o’clock a. m., about seventy-five 
farmers gathered in the field, where 
sixteen plowmen contested for the 
prizes under the following rules: 
First, only residents of the township 
can compete; second, boys can com- 
pete for all prizes; third, each person 
entering shall be required to plow half 
an acre within three and a half hours; 
fourth, no plowing to be under five 
inches in depth. There were three 
judges. They were to consider 
straightness, neatness, and evenness of 
furrows. The lands were staked off 
and numbered, the competitors draw- 


ing lots for places. The svectators 
tied their horses to the fence and 
visited while the plowing was being | 
done. The committee remained in the 
school house until the time come to 
judge the plowing. Seven pri were | 
given, amounting in all to $44; the 


first was $15. After the prizes were 
awarded, dinner was served in the 
school house. In the afternoon there 
was an exhibition of sulky plows made 
by agents of different manufacturer 
The first plowing match was such 
sueeess that it was decided at once to 


| hold a second the coming year. Each 


year since, with but two exceptions, 
| the Wheatland plowing match has 
taken place. The “classes” have been 
| enlarged and are now open to the 

world. Following are the classes and 
premiums this year: 

Walking plows—First premium, 
Janesville 16-inch walking plow; sec- 
ond, $8; third, $6. 

Walking plows, class for boys under 
seventeen years—First premium, $10; 
second, $8; third, $6; fourth, $5; 
fifth, $4. 

Walking plows, class for boys under 
fifteen years—First premium, $8; sec- 

| ond, $7; third, $6; fourth, $5; fifth, $4; 
and all boys who entered this class that 
were not awarded a prize received $3 
each. 

Riding plows, either gang or single— 
First premium, $16.50 single buggy har- 
ness; second, $8; third, $6. 

Riding plows, either gang or single, 
class for boys under seventeen yvyears— 
First premium, $10; second, $8; third, 
$6: fourth, $5; fifth. $4. 

Riding plows, either gang or single, 
class for boys under fifteen years— 
First premium, $8; second, $7; third, 
$6: fourth, $5; fifth, $4; and all boys 
who entered in this class that were 
not awarded a prize received $3 each. 

Prize winners’ class, open to all per- 
sons who have taken a first premium 
in any class at the Wheatland or Big 
Rock match prior to 190°%—First 
premium, $10 and silver cup: second, 
$8: third, $6. Any person plowing in 
this class is not entitled to a premium 
in any other class, and any man who 
has ever taken a first premium in any 
men’s class must enter in this class. 
The cup must be taken two years in 
succession in order to hold it. 

Following are the rules governing 
the plowmen: Plowing to begin at 9 
o’clock a. m. sharp. Each competitor 
with riding plow must use three horses, 
and ride; gangs, four horses. Each 
plowman with single plow must plow 
one-half acre within three hours; 
gengs,. three-fourths acre. No person 
will be entitled to more than one 
preminm. Plowing must be between 
five and six and one-half inches in 
depth. and should show a level bottom 
on each furrow. 

There were three judges in each 
class, who were reanired to be in the 

field during the plowing. and were fur- 
nished with the following suggestions 
for their “guidance”: Good plowing 
consists of turning and setting the soil 
| into nice, even. clean, and straight fur- 
| rows of roundish conformation. The 
points to be considered are: Even- 
ness of furrows, thirty points; con- 
formation of furrows. thirty points: 
straightness, twenty-five points: neat- 
fifteen points: 100 points being 
perfect. 

This plowing match is such a suc- 
cess in everv wav it should be an in- 
centive to manv farm communnities to 
go and do likewise. All that is needed 
is some one to lead off.

To Sell, or Feed? 
To Wallaces’ Farmer: 


A Nebraska subscriber submits the 
following: 


| “I have a load of 1,100-pound native 
| high grade Short-horn steers and 
| twenty-five 100-pound shoats to follow 
| them. Roughness is very cheap and 
| new corn I believe will sell at 25 to 30 


cents. I have a grinder and can grind 
either shelled, snapped, or husked corn 


at slight expense. Of course, no one 
knows what cattle will be worth when 
they are fat, but I would like to have 
your judgment. I believe I could sell 
for $3.25 net now. What should they 
gain on a seven to eight months’ feed?” 

Judging from the description given 


vise feeding them for the beef market 
rather than placing them on the mar- 
ket at the present time. 

In the first place, there are a great 
many cattle going to market now, and 
will be for the next sixty days in about 
the same condition as we find these 
steers to be. 
for .this grade of cattle will continue 
much the same. 

Next, 
good weight and style, in the vard at 





cents a bushel. There is also the ad- 
vantage of the best feeding period in 
the year with the probabilities in favor 
of good weather in his location. 

The advantages of preparing the 
feed in the best way possible is no 
small item, and the cattle onght to 
make excellent gains. I would think 
the following a profitable way to handle 
these cattle: 

Place them in a dry lot at once with 
plenty of water and shelter if possible. 
Give for roughness the best forage at 
command, and when starting them 
nientv of it. Grind ear or snapped corn 
for them as soon as may be and start 
them slowly on feed, gradually increas- 
ing until they are on full feed. Feed 
liberally of corn fodder for the first 
six weeks or so, giving less of it as 
more meal is fed. For the last sixty 
days add gluten feed or cotton seed 
meal to the corn meal to make the 
ration stronger; also add shelled corn 
to the ear corn when grinding for the 
same reason. 

The shoats will do well and there 
will be very little waste if handled in 
this way. I see no reason whv these 
cattle may not be in good shane to 
market in one hundred and twenty 
days and make a reasonable profit for 
the work done. The cattle should 
make a three hundred pound gain in 
this length of time. and on a steady 
market advance from the price named 
$1.50 per hundredweizght. 

It takes experience and judgment 
to get the most ont of a drove of cattle, 
and there is but one wav to attain this. 
That is, undertake the job. and do noth- 
ing by guess.. Do not look for great 





| things or expect to make a fortune out | 


of these cattle, I would certainly ad- |

of one load of cattle. Whenever your 
cattle will make a good profit is a good 
time to sell, and replace with others 
of your own raising, or not, as the case 
may be, and so take the growth on 
them. 

A load of cattle grown and fattened 
in this way should represent a season’s 
product taken from the farm, and it 
looks like a good proposition for a care- 
ful man to undertake.

Taxation of Mortgages. 

An Iowa correspondent writes as 
follows: 

“It has long ago been admitted that 
when a man buys a farm and gives a 
mortgage for say half its value, he 
has to pay taxes on what he really does 
not own. The man who holds the 
mortgage has to pay taxes also which 
makes double taxation. I think we 
should have a law that would exempt 
a man from taxation on property that 
™ mortgaged to the full extent of that 
mortgage. Could not a law be framed 
that would require the assessor to have 
a seal or stamp with him when he 
assesses property, and that all mort- 
gages should be null and void that did 
not carry the stamp? Should such a 
law be enacted some mortgages might 
escape taxation because not on record, 
but certainly it would be a great bless- 
ing to the farmer who has a large 
mortgage on the farm, Will you please 
tell us through the Farmer what are 
the objections to such a law?” 

Our correspondent asks us to state 
the objections that are usually made 
to such alaw. As the subject has been 
discussed at almost every meeting of 
the Iowa General Assembly and has 
been adopted in one or more states, 
we may venture, without expressing 
any individua] opinion, to state what 
are the objections usually made. One 
objection is that a law of this kind 
proceeds on the wrong theory. The 
state does not tax persons, except in 
the case of poll tax, but property. It 
looks over the property of all kinds in 
the state and lists it (theoretically 
at least) at is cash value, and in Iowa 
takes one-fourth of that sum as the 
taxable value. It expects the man who 
holds title to pay these taxes, and if 
he does not do so, sells the property to 
someone who will. The state does not 
bother itself with any sort of lien or 
encumbrance. It says to the property 
holder, you owe me so much, and if 
the man who holds title does not pay it, 
somebody else will. This, as our cor- 
respondent truly states, is double taxa- 
tion; one tax on the property and an- 
other on the mortgage if the mortgage 
is within the jurisdiction of the state. 

The important question arises: Will 
the legislation proposed remedy this 
admitted and unquestioned evil? The 
objection is made that taxation of 
mortgages will not cure the evil and 
has not cured the evil in the states 
where it has been tried. We have 
never personally investigated the mat- 
ter but it is alleged that the effect of 
the law is to make two rates of interest. 
If, for example, the rate of interest is 
five per cent where the mortgagor 
agrees to pay the taxes (as in fact all 
mortgagors do in the state of Iowa at 
present), a high rate of interest equal 
at least to the taxes, plus the five 
per cent interest, is charged, where the 
mortgagee, or the man who holds the 
morigage, pays the tax, and the bor- 
rower must pay it or look elsewhere for 
a loan. A mortgage is not real estate 
because its title to the property is only 
contingent; that is, it does not vest 
until the owner of the property refuses 
or neglects to pay it, and then only 
after a legal proceeding, and, being 
personal property, is taxed where the 
owner lives, 

The objection is therefore made that 
inasmuch as most money lenders live 
in the cities where municipal as well 
as county and state taxes have to be 
paid, the taxes actually put upon the 
mortgagor are greater than if paid 
where the mortgaged property is sit- 
uated; hence, the money lender ad- 
vances the interest rate very consid- 
erably above the taxes if paid in the 
township. 

To illustrate: The taxes in Des 
Moines are from six to eight per cent 
on the taxable value; the taxes in the 
townships of the state are probably 
not more than an average of from three 
to four. It is objected, therefore, that 
the effect of the law would be to in- 
crease the taxes paid in the way of 
interest @nd would not in any sense 
benefit the farmer. 

The third objection is sometimes 
made that a law of this kind would 
inevitably increase the rate of interest 
generally by forcing the great insur- 
ance and trust corporations to lend 
their money in states in which they 
are not compelled to pay taxes on their 
mortgages, thus making money scarce 
and the rate of interest high where 
such a law is in force. 

On the same principle it is objected 
that savings banks in Iowa would be 
required to pay taxes on mortgages 
and would not be able to offset them 
by the amount they owe to depositors, 
so that the farmer who is loaning 
money to the savings bank until the 
mortgage on his farm becomes due

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would get less interest for his money 
and would be compelled to pay higher 
interest to the man from whom he 
borrows. 

These are the main objections raised 
to the taxation of mortgages as part 
of the farm. The main question is, 
will it give the farmer relief from 
this admitted evil of taxation? Does 
it give relief in the states, such as 
California, and one or two others, and 
in New Zealand, where it has been 
adopted? We hope some of the farmer 
members of the coming general as- 
sembly will take time to go into the 
subject thoroughly and exhaustively 
and furnish the facts on which a re- 
liable judgment can be based, and re- 
lief from double taxation be secured. 





The Extent of Cattle Feeding This Year 

Three weeks ago it was quite clear 
that the number of cattle put on feed 
this winter in the west would be very 
much less than last year or the average 
of previous years. The large cattle 
feeders seldom stop to inquire whether 
they will feed or not. That is not an 
open question with them. They feed 
right along whether corn is high or 
whether it is low, preferring to feed 
when it is high, as it is a common 
remark with them that they make the 


most money when they feed high 
priced corn. The reason of it is 
obvious. A very large per cent of the 


eattle are fed by small feeders—men 
who have only from one to three car 
loads. These men always feed when 
corn is cheap. They seldom feed when 
corn is high. Hence, the price of cattle 
next year will depend very largely on 
the action of the small feeders, and if 
one knew just what the small feeder 
would do, and did the opposite, he 
would have quite a sure thing on feed- 
ing cattle. 

Hence, the problem now is what will 
the small feeders do. They will not all 
do the same thing. Undoubtedly a 
good many men will put cattle on feed 
who did not intend to do so three 
weeks ago. Some of them did not 
have the corn or thought they would 
not have, and could not buy, and hence 
arranged to carry cattle throngh on 
hay and corn fodder, which they can 
do this year better than in most years 
past. In the course of a month from 
now farmers will make up their minds. 
There seems to be no lack of feeding 
steers in the country, and the price 
that they bring in the markets and at 
farm sales will be the best indication 
of public sentiment on this rather im- 
portant question. 

In all these great corn states there 
will be plenty of corn for the hogs, a 
reasonable amount of hogs for the 
corn, and we may reasonably expect 
farmers to push their hogs on new corn 
as far as possible in order to secure as 
much of the high price as possible. 
With hogs generally healthy, farmers 
who have a forty-bushel crop of corn 
should make good money on all that 
they get into market before the first 
of the year and possibly after. The 
greatest thing they have to fear is a 





derangement of the labor market in 
the way of strikes and lock-outs that 
would deprive them of customers for 
the finished product.

& .% Spontaneous Combustion. 


An Iowa correspondent writes us of 
the burning of two large hay barns 
with from seventy-five to ninety tons 
of timothy and clover hay in each from 
a heavy crop and taken up with a hay 
. large quantities being put in in 
one day. Both burned in the middle 
of the night when the atmosphere was 
heavily laden with moisture. He 
wishes to know whether this was 
spontaneous combustion or whether it 
was caused by incendiarism, and par- 
ticularly why these fires occurred in 
the middle of the night and why it 
is that farmers do not detect smolder- 
ing, if spontaneous combustion be the 
cause, when they are about the barn 
every day. 

It is not possible to determine from 
the facts stated whether these fires 
were the result of spontaneous com- 
bustion or incendiarism. Sometimes 
spontaneous combustion occurs in the 
night; at other times in the day. It 
occurs under the following conditions: 

When a large amount of clover hay, 
or clover and timothy in which clover 
predominates, corn fodder, or millet 
is'stored with too much moisture in it, 
it naturally begins to develop a large 
amount of heat and on a cool morning 
moisture may be seen rising from a 
stack in the open air, or may be found 
condensed on the top of the mow, mak- 
ing the forage wet, and in time brown 
and almost black. There will be de- 
veloped in the mass, usually at the mid- 
dle of it or where the fork has dropped 
the hay, craters, or, as farmers some- 
times say, fire holes, from which the 
steam, and afterwards the heat and 
gas, slightly different in color from 
common air, continues to rise. This 
process goes on until the moisture is 
entirely exhausted. Sometimes the 
mass then takes fire from a cause not 
clearly as yet understood by the scien- 
tists, and at other times the process 
ceases and the center of the mow is 
found on using the hay to be a charred 
mass, sometimes quite black, and at 
other times so completely charred that 
upon being touched it falls into pieces 
like light ashes. 

Some years ago the barn of Mr. L. G. 
Clute, of Manchester, Iowa, tvok fire, 
and was burned to the ground. It was 
insured in the Farmers’ Insurance 
Company of Cedar Rapids, Iowa. The 
adjuster made a personal examination 
and made the following report to his 
company: 

“The barn was 60x100 feet, the mow 
being 40x90 feet, and 30 feet deep,

For this purpose 2 ounces 
of fluid extract of hyoscyamus, or ounce 
doses of chloral hydrate diluted, can be ad- 
ministered at once 

In cases of colic due to impaction stimu- 
lants must be administered Recent treat- 
ment by the administration of half-ounce to 
an ounce of powdered nux vomica with 2 
ounces of carbonate of ammonia made into 
pills and given at once, has given cxcellent 
results. This can be followed by such laxa- 
tives as a pint of flaxseed oil or a half-pound 
of glauber salts. Aloes as a purgative is not 
always free from danger, as in many cases 
it proves to be poisonous.

containing nearly five hundred tons of 
hay. Early in haying season green 
clover had been put in one bent, and 
ever since it had been heating, until 
at last it took fire by spontaneous 
combustion. When discovered, there 
was in three chimney holes, as the 
neighbors called them, a blaze spring- 
ing out over each, some two or three 
feet under the roof. The fire was 
located far beneath at the depth of 
thirty feet. * * * This blue blaze 
was gas, and the depths beneath were 
a gas well on a small scale. One hun- 
dred and three neighbors collected to 
fight the fire and worked two days and 
nights to save the hay. Thirteen out 
of the one hundred and three suc- 
cumbed to the effects of the gas and 
had to stop work, one being so violently 
ill as a result that he is not likely to 
recover.” 

Mr. H. R. Leaming, of Wyoming, 
Iowa, some years ago reported to us 
a case, as follows: 

“Enclosed find a sample of clover 
hay put up in June, on the third day 
after cutting, in a barn that would hold 
a hundred tons. It became so hot that 
it could not be held in the naked hand, 
and tons of it are completely spoiled. 
Farmers are in a panic here about 
their hay. Stacks and barns are tak- 
ing fire, and they do not know what 
to do. Fifty tons of hay burned within 
one-half mile of my own farm last 
night, from its own heat. This hay 
was watched, as it was expected to 
burn, and there was no question as to 
its cause. One barn two miles east of 
here was emptied of its hay day before 
yesterday, which was already on fire 
in the inside of the mow and kept 
down by water till it was hauled out 
to the field. After being hauled out, 
it took fire and burned completely up.” 

While spontaneous combustion often 
occurs entirely unexpectedly to the 
farmer there is no reason why he 
should not be forewarned. If he has 
noticed that the hay on the top of his 
mow is quite wet in the early morn- 
ing he should know that a large amount 
of heat has been developed and that 
there is danger. If he finds that craters 
or fire holes have developed in the 
center of the mow, this should still 
further put him on his guard. The 
barn at one of our agricultural colleges 
burned some years ago in which the 
hay was overhead, and it was noticed 
before the combustion took place that 


fine particles similar to ashes were 
falling through the loose timbers 
above. 


If the owners of these barns were 
bservant and noticed none of these 
idences, then the inference would

that it was incendiarism, but if

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veloped, if the hay on the top was 
blackened by this moisture deposited 
in the early morning, then the infer- 
ence would be that it was spontaneous 
combustion. 

Spontaneous combustion will not oc- 
cur for the reasons above given for 
some time after the hay has been put 
in the barn, taking usually a month 
or six weeks to bring about the condi- 
tions. This year we would expect it to 
require longer than in ordinary seasons 
because of the lateness of the hay har- 
vest, the larger amount of moisture to 
be expelled, and the general dampness 
of the atmosphere. 





Department of Farm Mechanics at 
Ames. 
The Iowa Agricultural College at 


Ames has taken an entirely new de- 
parture in establishing a department 








of farm mechanics which they aim to 
make thoroughly practical by training 
the student in the construction of farm 
machinery so that they may be able to 
set up, adjust, and operate the various 
kinds used on the farm. This depart- 
ment will also give instruction in farm 
drainage, road construction, irrigation, 
planning farm buildings, mechanical 
drawing, carpentering, blacksmithing, 
and horseshoeing. 

The J. I. Case Thrashing Machine 
Company has given this department a 
twelve-horse power steam engine to 
use for instructional purposes. The 
Winona Wagon Company has furnished 
Professor Zintheo, the head of the de- 
partment, a wagon with ten different 
sets of wheels of different heights and 
different widths, to be used in tests to 
determine the best kind of wheels to 
be used on different roads. Our read- 
ers will at once see that the boys who 
attend the college will be able to get 
some valuable information and train- 
ing along practical lines in this as well 
as in the other departments. 





At the meeting of the National Grain 
Dealers’ Association held last week in 
Minneapolis, resolutions were passed 
indorsing in the highest terms the 
work of the different experiment sta- 
tions which have been devoting atten- 
tion to the breeding of corn and other 
grains, and the association pledged its 
co-operation to the stations and the 
national department of agriculture. 
Resolutions were also adopted asking 
the Louisiana Purchase Exposition 
commissioners to arrange for competi- 
tive exhibitions of grain and in judging 
commercial and seed grains, and plans 
for breeding these crops. 
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A Short Apple Crop. 

John Stinson, statistician of the 
American Apple Growers’ Association, 
has issued the following report on the 
apple crop: 

“The crop for the whole country is 
estimated as much less than last year’s 
crop. The figures at hand show the 
estimate to be not over forty-two 
million barrels and it is quite probable 
that it will fall below forty millions. 

“The amount of apple scab injury in 
the central and western states is con- 
siderable. The scab has materially cut 
down the average in Missouri, Ilinois, 
Arkansas, Kansas, Iowa, Indiana, 
Ohio, and several other states and the 
injury from codling moths is consider- 
able in some sections. The injury from 
bitter rot is slight. Injury to the apples 
from the late freeze is considerable in 
some localities, as a result of which 
the apples are rough, ill-shaped and 
often unmarketable. 

“The reports received are as follows: 
Arkansas, 20 per cent; the cron is in- 
jured to a considerable extent by apple 
scab and codling moth. Indiana, 45 
and 50 per cent, and reports state that 
not over 25 per cent of a fall crop will 
be marketable. Ohio, 85 per cent; ap- 
ples badly damaged by apple scab, but 
where spraying was started early in the 
season the crop is good. The Illinois 
crop will not average over 10 per cent 
of a fall crop. It is very light in all 
orchard sections. The maximum esti- 
mate for the entire state of Missouri 
is 20 per cent of a fall crop. In some 
sections it is less than 10 per cent. 
The estimate from California states 
that the crop is heavy in some sec- 
tions, in others from fair to good, and 
as a whole 90 per cent of a fall crop. 
Colorado’s crop is free from apple scab 
and injured no more than usual by the 
codling moth worms, and shows from 
60 to 75 per cent of a fall crop. In 
Idaho the crop is good and a large per 
cent of it is marketable. It is esti- 
mated at a full crop. Iowa, 40 per 
cent; Kansas, 20 per cent, and in many 
sections the fruit is poor.”

WALLACES’ FARMER. 


Our Weekly Chicago Market Letter. 


Chicago, October 12.—Activity is the order 
of the day in most branches of commerce, 
and the banks are making more and larger 
sized loams as the season advances, the 
call for funds for moving the crops being 
sharper than heretofore. In the nurthwest 
wheat is being marketed rather freely right 
along, and it is accumulating to a consider- 
able extent in the elevators. Fair quantities 
of wheat are going out of the country every 
week, but the export movement is still some- 
what restricted in character owing to the 
fact that prices are too high on this side of 
the water to suit the views of foreign buyers. 
The prevailing tendency of heat most of 
the time is in a downward direction, al- 
though some recent heavy rains in the north- 
west interfered with thrashing operations 
and helped to put wheat higher temporarily. 
Corn is being marketed freely most of the 
time, as the splendid new crop is culculated 
to stimulate sales of the old corn now re- 
maining in the country. The banks are 
making loans at 6 per cent, with some call 
loans as low as 5% per cent. 

Cattle are still being shipped to market 
with unusual freedom, although less freely 
than a fortnight ago, when the receipts 
were far above ordinary times, and despite 
a remarkably large consumption of beef, 
prices are slow to advance. The limited 
offerings of fancy corn-fed cattle are taken 
at relatively high prices, the best consign- 
ments finding purchasers at $5.50 to $6.00, 
but common light weight steers have to be 
worked off at $3.25 to $4.25, there being far 
too many cattle coming that are poorly 
adapted for feeders and are not desirable 
for converting into beef. Handy weight 
cattle that weigh 1,300 pounds and under are 
the favorites with most customers, and heavy 
cattle continue to be discriminated against, 
although steers of superior quality weighing 
1,500 to 1,650 pounds are wanted to a fair 
extent to ship to Boston at $5.50 to $5.7. 
Recent steer sales have been largely made 
at $4.25 to $5.50, with fair sales for export. 
The removal of the New England embargo 
on cattle is of great benefit to American 
exporting points, as it is estimated that dur- 
ing the embargo about 40,000 head of cattle 
were diverted to the port of Montreal by 
the closing of the ports of Boston and Port- 
land to the British trade. The cow and 
heifer trade has been fairly active at $1.15 
to $4.50, with a sale of a car load of fancy 
Hereford and Short-horn heifers at $5.25. 
Canner cows have sold to a large extent 
at $1.75 to $2.25 for desirable kinds, being 


considered relatively higher than better 
grades of cattle. Bulls have changed owner- 
ship at $1.75 to $4.25, while sales were made 


of stags at $3.00 to $5.00, calves at $2.50 to 
$7.50 and milkers and springers at $24 to 
$55 per head. Part of the time there is 
quite a good demand for choice tu fancy 
milk cows to ship to eastern points, and 
once in awhile a fancy cow sells as high as 
$70. Western range cattle are coming in 
much smaller supplies than last year, and 
they grade poorly, being thin in tlesh and 
more suitable for feeders than for killers. 
They sell at $2.65 to $4.50 for steers, with 
most of the steer sales between $3.00 and 
$4.00. There is more life in the stocker 
and feeder trade than was seen a few weeks 
ago, the great fall in prices having stimu- 
lated buyers to fill their feed lots, and 
sales are fairly large at $1.90 to $4.15, but 
various sections are still purchasing spar- 
ingly or not at all. In central Illinois, for 
instance, the farmers are selling their cat- 
tle that have been on grass all the summer 
and are now just right for putting in feed 
lots for the winter and are buying feeder 
sheep to take the place of cattle. Native 
beef cattle declined largely 20 to 40 cents 
last week, the best selling late at $5.80, with 
good heavy steers at $5.30 to $5.40. 

The hog receipts for the past week were 
on an exceedingly moderate scale, but that 
failed to hold prices up, and the packers 
managed by holding back to force several 
sharp reductions in quotations. In order to 
earry their point, the packers bought spar- 
ingly on several days, and as the eastern 
shippers also bought only moderately, as 
many as 10,000 hogs were carried over un- 
sold in the pens from one day to another. 
Light bacon and light medium weight 
butcher Kogs declined along with the rest 
of the offerings, and all the indications were 
that the buyers are not disposed to continue 
to pay the recent big premiums for certain 
classes of hogs, but intend to bring the ex- 
treme range of prices much closer together. 
The average weight of the hogs now being 
marketed’ continues very much heavier than 
at corresponding periods in recent years, 
and farmers are generally disposed to make 
their droves fat and heavy before marketing. 
Provisions continue in excellent demand both 
for domestic consumption and for export, 
and there is also a good demand for light 
hogs ‘and pigs to cut up into fresh pork. 
Reports from most sections are that there 
is not much sickness among the hogs, but 
several Illinois counties report considerable 


hog cholera, and little pigs are coming 
rather freely from such districts. After de- 
clining about $1.00 per 100 pounds, prices 


rallied, with sales at the close of the week 
largely 60- to 70 cents lower than a week 
earlier. a ranged at $4.60 to $5.85. 

From eek to week the ruling features 
of the sheep market have been very much 
the same for some time past. Enormous 
numbers of range sheep and lambs continue 
to come forward, and the western markets 
are liberally supplied pretty much all the 
time. Fair supplies are also furnished by 
the farmers of the west, so that there is 
not the slightest danger of a mutton famine. 
Exporters are still taking the best heavy 
sheep to ship abroad, while the great bulk 
of both sheep and lambs shipped from the 
ranges are sold to feeders of the west and 
east. Lambs have been selling all the way 
from $3.50 to $4.00 for inferior, up to $5.00 
and $5.75 for the better class, with no end 
of range lambs sold for feeders at $4.25 to 
$4.75, and some feeders were picked up as 
low as $3.25, but as a rule feeders wanted 
a pretty good kind to place in feed lots. 
The best range lambs were purchased for 
slaughtering around $5.40. Western range 
sheep were taken at $1.50 to $3.50 for ewes, 
some fancy export ewes and heavy weights 
selling up to $3.80, while range wethers sold 
freely at $3.50 to $4.00, exporters securing 
the best at the top price. The best yearlings 
went for $4.25. Range feeder sheep were 
in strong demand at $1.90 to $3.40 for ewes 
and $3.50 to $3.65 for yearling wethers. Ewes 
shipped from the farm sold at $1.75 to $3.75, 
while rams sold to killers at $2.50 to $2.75, 
with an active demand for breeding bucks 
at $3.00 to $3.50.

scale, with more drafters being marketed 
than any other kind, and they are meeting 
with a good demand right along at $125 to 
$250 per head, sales being largely at $170 
to $200. Expressers are selling as usual 
on a basis of $110 to $185, and eastern 
chunks are finding a good outlet at $110 
to $140, with common chunks and general 
purpose horses selling at $60 to $190 rather 
more freely than heretofore. Choice drivers 
are selling higher than they did a short 
time ago, there being a good demand at 
$150 to $400, while commoner drivers are 
apt to sell slowly at $65 to $125. Carriage 
pairs sell to a fair extent at $250 to $700, 
and there is a moderate call for loggers and 
feeders at $75 to $195 per head. Mules are 
having a fair sale most of the time at $60 
to $200. 

Country produce is in the usual good de- 
mand, with the best creamery butter sell- 
ing at wholesale at 20 cents a pound and 
the best dairy at 18 cents. Prime eggs 
bring 25 cents a dozen, and live poultry is 
active at 9 to 10 cents for chickens, springs 
selling the highest. Potatoes are active at 
48 to 60 cents a bushel. 





THE GOVERNMENT CROP REPORT. 

The monthly report of the Department of 
Agriculture, issued October 10th, gives the 
condition of corn October list as 80.8 per 
cent, as compared with 80.1 a month ago, 
79.6 on the same date last year, 52.1 on the 
corresponding date in 1901, and a ten-year 
average of 77.7 per cent. Illinois is credited 
with 82, and a ten-year average of 83. Iowa, 
71; average, 81. Nebraska, 76; average, 65. 
Kansas, 78; average, 64. Missouri, 80; aver- 
age, 81. Indiana, 81; average, 84. Ohio, 70; 
average, 84. 

The preliminary estimate of the average 
acreage of spring wheat is 14.4 bushels, sub- 
ject, however, to revision when the final 
estimate is made. 

Oats is given at 28.4 bushels, as compared 
with 34.5 bushels a year ago, 25.1 bushels in 
1901, and a ten-year average of 27.8 bushels. 

Barley is 26.4 bushels as against 29 bushels 
one year ago, and 24.7 bushels two years 
ago, and a ten-year average of 23.8 bushels. 

The preliminary estimate per acre of rye 
is 15.4 bushels, with a ten-year average of 
14.8 bushels. 

The average condition of potatoes October 
lst was 74.6 per cent, against 84.3 per cent a 
month ago, 82.5 per cent a year ago, 54 per 
cent two years ago, and a ten-year average 
of 73.1 per cent

ceeded in growing about an average crop.

THE WATERLOO ANGUS SALE. 

The new $11,000 sale pavilion at Waterloo, 
Iowa, was well filled on the occasion of the 
combination Angus cattle sale held at that 
place October 9th.

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The Weed Problem. 
To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

While on a trip from Minneapolts to 
St. Louis recently I was struck with 
the presence of a yellow weed which 
in some localities, notably between 
Albia, Iowa, and St. Louis, seemed to 
cover fields and in some instances en- 


tire farms for miles and miles. Scme 
fields had as fine a stand of these 
weeds as any field of clover. What 
was most remarkable to me was that 
although the weeds were just in full 
bloom at the time and not yet seeding, 
yet I saw no effort made to plow the 
weeds under and use them as a fertil- 
izer. If these weeds had been turned 
under seven inches deep with an 
eighteen-inch riding plow with chain 
attachment for lopping the wec’ls com- 
pletely down to the bottom of the fur- 
row, using three or four good horses, 
it would have been worth all the outlay 
of work and time and the farm would 
be ridded of a noxious weed. 

From my observation of the last 
twenty-five years I am convinced that 
unless the farmers of this country 
adopt some more drastic measures for 
ridding their farms of noxious weeds 
and give more attention to cleaning 
their seed grain of weed see-is, their 
fields will become so foul] that they 
will hardly be worth cultivating. It is 
an easy matter to get rid of both weed 
seeds and weeds if proper methods are 
adopted in preparing seed and in culti- 
vation. If a farmer wishes to test 
the germination of seeds let him take 
a little of every kind of grain he 
raises, and such weed seeds as he 
raises also, and then bury them not 
less than eight inches deep; then ob- 
serve how many of the seeds. will 
germinate. It is the sowing of posit- 
tively clean seed and the burying of 
weed seeds so deep that they can not 
germinate that makes clean land and 
good yields. A. &. <

Fattening Horses for Market. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

Much has been said and written con- 
cerning the advisability of having cat- 
tle, sheep, and hogs well fattened 
before placing them on the market. All 
successful farmers have learned that 
the most profitable method of hand- 
ling such classes of stock is to have 








them well finished. The last few 
pounds oftentimes greatly enhance the 
value of the entire animal. 

What about horses? A few days’ 
travel in almost any locality will soon 
convince any person that the average 
farmer has much to learn regarding 
the fitting and marketing of this class 
of animals. Most men seem to be 
possessed of the fdea that a horse is 
more serviceable when thin or in very 
ordinary flesh than he is when fat, thus 
a horse is always ready for the market 
whether thin or fat. True it is that 
a horse in good condition is a more 
serviceable animal on the _ farm, 
especially during hot weather, than the 
real fat horse. 

In this respect, as in all other kinds 
of produce, we must cater.to the de- 
mands of the consumer. If he wants 
thin animals we should give him such; 
on the other hand, if he wants fat ani- 
mals, it will be to our best interests 
to supply him with that kind of stock. 

A few days’ study on any good horse 
market or in travel with a horse buyer 
will soon convince you that horse flesh 
is just as valuable and oftentimes much 
more so than that of the steer. It is 
the last two or three hundred pounds 
that brings the money. Generally 
speaking. every hundred povnds put 
on a horse over and above eighteen 
hundred will bring at least twenty-five 
dollars and that over and above two 
thousand pounds is worth about fifty 
cents per pound. 

In many sections of the countrv there 
are located large horse feeding estab- 
lishments who make a business of buy- 
ing “half fat” horses from farmers and 
feeding them from six weeks (9 three 
months. By this method they often 
get as much and in some instances 
more for the feed consumed than they 
paid the farmer for the horse. It was 
the writer’s good fortune to be located 
in a town for two vears where one of 
these firms purchased and fattened 
horses for market. While there he had 
amnle opnortunity to study the busi- 
ness as throvgh the courtesv of the 
owners he was placed in verv close 
touch with all parts of the business. 
On several occasions he has secon nice 
pairs of draft horses, just from the 
farm and rather thin in flesh. weigh- 
ing in the neighborhood of seventeen 
hundred nonnds per horse. turned down 
bv New York buvers as being too small 
which after eight or nine weeks’ feed- 
ing. during which time thev ha4 gained 
from two hundred to two hundred and 
fiftv pounds ner horse, sold anicklv to 
the same bhuvers at an advance of from 
one hundred and fiftv to two hundred 
dollars per pair. In every instance 
where a man has a horse for sale it 
will nav well to fatten him. In this 
connection corn can often be sold on 
the farm for as high as one dollar per 
bushel. 

In fattening horses for market the 
following noints mav be helpful to the 
readers of Wallaces’ Farmer. In the 
first place the teeth of the horses 
shonld be examined as in manv in- 
stanees there are sharn nrojections or 
earners on the teeth which keen the 
fms raw and sore. thus nreventing the 
nroner mastiertion of the feed. fol- 
lowed bv indigestion These sharn 
corners can be remedied by rasping 
the teeth with a snecial instrument 
for the purpose. The work can best 
be done by a veterinarian and the 


process is known as “floating teeth.” 

The horses may be either tied in 
stalls or a number allowed to run in 
a barn. There is much less risk when 
the animals are tied in separate stalls. 
They should be fed lightly at first, as 
heavy feeding at the beginning Is liable 
to cause indigestion and colic. They 
should be fed grain often, from four 
to five times per day, as the stomach 
of the horse is small, thus the necessity 
of feeding small feeds, and often. The 
hay may be placed in _ self-feeding 
mangers, or, if not, the racks should 
be filled morning and evening. 

For the grain part of the ration corn, 
oats, and bran may be used to good 
advantage. The corn may be fed in 
the ear, and horses on full feed will 
eat from ten to fifteen ears per horse 
per day, given in three feeds. The oats 
and bran may be fed together in two 
feeds, from two to four quarts being 
fed at a feed. The following schedule 
for feeding and water is used by some 
firms: Ear corn is fed at 5 a. m., then 
water at 7; at 9 the hay racks are 
filled and about three quarts of a mix- 
ture of one-third oats and two-thirds 
bran are fed. At 12 corn is again 
fed, at 3 p. m. oats and bran, and the 
hay racks filled. At 4 p. m. the horses 


are watered, and at 6 the last feed of 
corn is given. 





For roughness various kinds of hay 
may be used. Some of the most suc- 
cessful firms use a great deal of clover 
The clover should be free from dust, 
and sprinkled. Much heavier gains 
can be secured from the use of clover 
than can be obtained from timothy 
or prairie hay. 

These horses as a genera! rule are 
not given any exercise, as it requires 
too much labor to do so, and then 
heavier gains can be secured by con- 
fining them to their stalls. Something 
must be done to keep the blood in 
good order or else “stocked” Jegs and 
other troubles will appear. This Is 
accomplished by the use of glauber 
salts. By mixing the glauber salts with 
the oats and the bran the horses will 
eat them quite readily. Feed about 
half a pint per head every three days 
and the trouble will be avoided. 

Cooked or steamed grain can be fed 
to advantage about twice a week. 
Some oil meal or flax seed meal added 
to the cooked feed will add very much 
to the skin and coat of hair, end will 
also increase the gains. Horses on 
full feed should gain from three to 
five pounds per head per day. In one 
instance as high as seven pounds per 
day has been reported.

Cold Curing of Cheese. 

The experience and scientific study 
of the past fifteen years has made a 
wonderful change in dairy methods. 
The study of bacterial life m milk, 
cream, butter, and cheese made plain 
to the dairyman and the buttermaker 
and cheesemaker a great many things 
which had before been’ vunsolved 
mysteries. In his zeal to help the 
dairyman, however, it seems that the 
bacteriologist taught him some things 
that were not so, or so in part only. 
For example, the bacteriologist taught 
us that the ripening of cheese was 
due to the work of bacteria, and with 
this as a premise he prescribed certain 
temperatures at which it should be 
ripened, starting the new cheese at 
about ninety degrees and gradually 
decreasing the temperature as the 
ripening process advanced. Recent 
study of this matter, however, by Dr. 
Babcock, the great chemist of the Wis- 
consin Experiment Station, and Prof. 
H. L. Russell, the bacteriologist, indi- 
cate that both our theory and rractice 
on the subject of cheese ripening have 
been faulty. Without going into théir 
work in detail we may say that. briefly, 
the results of their experiments indi- 
cate: 

That the ripening of cheese is caused 
by chemical ferments and bacteria. 

That cheese can be cured at a tem- 
perature of fifty degrees or lower from 
the start, and that when cured, or 
ripened, at from thirty-three to fifty 
degrees the flavor is mild and clean, 
the texture smooth, waxy, and silky, 
the body solid, and color even. 

That cold cured cheese is superior in 
all respects to that cured under the 
higher temperatures commonly used, 
and possesses better keeping qualities. 

That cold cured cheese can after- 
ward be subjected to a higher tem- 
perature and more pronounce’ flavor 
developed. 

That larger amounts of rennet can 
be used to advantage when the cheese 
is to be cold cured. 

That the loss of weight from evapo- 
ration is about one-half less with cold 
cured cheese and there is much less 
danger of mold. 

Dr. Babcock and Professor Russell 
are continuing their studies in this 
line, working in connection with the 
department of agriculture. 


Dairying in the Sugar Beet Belt. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wilson re- 
cently spent a day at North Platte, 
Nebraska, and in speaking of the great 
future of that country for sugar beets 
and alfalfa “What is needed 
here now is the dairy cow. She will 
make her owner enough money to 
cover all the expenses of the farm 
and give him his beet sugar crop as 
clear profit. She will pay a higher 
price for the alfalfa hay than can be 
obtained for it in any other market, 
and will take care of the sugar beet 
tops and pulp.”” What Secretary Wil- 
son said of the North Platte country 
applies with equal force to many-other 
similar sections.

Dual Purpose Cows. 

English Short-horn breeders have 
never said very much about the dual 
purpose cow but instead have kept 
right on breeding them.

We notice in one of our 
foreign exchanges an account of a re- 
cent sale in Cumberland, located in 
the dairy country of England, where 
sixty-four head averaged £47, or $235, 
per head, counting $5 to the pound. 
One bull reached the price of 300 
guineas, or over $1,500; anorher 190 
guineas, while 128 guineas (the guinea 
is $5.12) was realized for another.

Difficult Churning. 


The hardest questions the editor of 
this department is asked to answer 
come from folks who have trouble in 
churning. In some cases the butter 
will not come except after hours of 
churning. Or when the butter does 
come it is in such fine granules that 
they will not gather easily, ete. It is 
practically impossible for us to be of 
much help in trouble of this kind. 
Something is wrong with the method 
of handling the milk or cream, but 
what that something is we can not 
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tell. If the cream is properly and 
evenly ripened and of a slightly acid 
flavor and fine granular appearance 
when placed in the churn, and if it is 
churned in a box or barrel churn at 
a temperature of fifty-six to fiftv-eight 
degrees the butter ought to come in 
granules about the size of shot in from 
twenty to forty minutes. When there 
is trouble with the churning it is due 
in nine cases out of ten to imperfect 


ripening of the cream or improper 
churning. It is very rarely due to any- 
thing connected with the feed of the 
cow.

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Roweling for Blackleg. 

An Illinois correspondent writes: 

“The following recipe appears in a 
monthly journal as a reliable remedy 
for the prevention and cure of. black- 
leg when administered in its incipient 
stage: 

“Insert a rowel made of white flannel 
into the leg or affected part thoroughly 
saturated with this preparation: 
Alcohol, four ounces; spirits of nitre, 
four ounces; corrosive sublimate, one- 
half ounce; gum camphor, one-half 
ounce. 

“It is said to have been discovered 
by a prominent and extensive cattle 
raiser in Montgomery county, Kansas. 
Without seeming to be funny, is it the 
rowel, the leg, or the affected part that 
is to be saturated? Have any of the 
Wallaces’ Farmer readers used this 
remedy, and with what result?” 

Roweling is a very ancient remedy, 
or, rather, preventive of blackleg. It 
is inserted in various forms. The 
dewlap is slit and sometimes a piece 
of “whang” is put through the slit and 
knotted, and at other times a tar rope, 
and sometimes a wild onion. The 
theory on which it was used is that 
the blood of the animal was teo rich, 
and hence a sore should be made in 
some place that would give the animal 
but little inconvenience, the dewlap 
being best, and would get rid of this 
surplus richness. On the same theory 
many farmers used to bleed their cat- 
tle just above the hoof and then chase 
them around the fields so as to get rid 
of this superflous matter in the blood. 
Wonderful cures used to be reported 
twenty years ago, but we have heard 
but little of them lately. The theory 
held now by veterinarians is that black- 
leg is a germ disease, that the germ 
enters the system through abrasions of 
the skin, such as bruises, barbed wire 
cuts, ete., that some farms are, so to 
speak, inoculated with the virus which 
is preserved by allowing the dead ani- 
mals to decompose on the farm or to 
be buried, in which case it is hrought 
up by earthworms, and through the 
abrasions of the skin above mentioned 
finds its way into the system. We 
have had a good deal of experience 
with blackleg, but have never felt quite 
sure about the correctness of the pres- 
ent theory. 

Blackleg is extremely prevalent in 
many sections of the country, especi- 
ally in Kansas, Nebraska, northwest- 
ern Missouri, and southeastern Iowa. 
Whatever may be the correct theory of 
the disease, the only rational way of 
treating it is by inoculation. The 
rowel treatment for blackleg may be 
classed with the old-fashioned treat- 
ment for hollow horn and wolf in the 
tail. When we were a boy and a cow 
got sick and her horns were cold, the 
custom was to bore a hole in tiie horn, 
put in pepper and salt, split the tail, 
and apply the same remedy. Tie prac- 
tice of dehorning seems to have done 
away with the hollow horn and the 
cows’ tails have been right ever since. 
The practice of roweling we think may 
well be abandoned and instead of that 
use blackleg vaccine, which is adver- 
tised in farm papers, which has been 
thoroughly tested both by the govern- 
ment and by individuals, and is per- 
haps about as complete a preventive as 
has ever been discovered for any of 
the diseases of live stock. 

As noted in the report of the MWlinois 
State Fair in our issue of last week, 
the show of dairy stock there was very 
fine, six breeds being represented. We 
were glad to see this, because if any 
state needs the good dairy cow it is 
Illinois. The landlord system is in 
full swing in that state. Hundreds 
of thousands of acres are being farmed 
by renters who find it necessary to 
skin the land to the greatest degree 
possible in order to pay their rent. As 
a result the fertility of the soil is being 
removed as fast as possible by suc- 
cessive crops of grain. Dairying is 
needed in that state. It will help out 
the renter and help out the land.

To Hearts and Homes: 

' nope there is no woman who reads 
this paper so blind to her rights and 
privileges, yea, duties, as to stay in- 
doors these fine October days. “But,” 
“Il haven't the time; there is | 
so much to do,” ete. Take time; put 
away those “old duds” you were mak- 
ing over until a cold, rainy day comes, 
when you can not go to the woods. 
Let house cleaning go until later. 
October comes but once a year and 
lasts only a short month, and nature | 
makes her supremest effort to clothe 
the woods and fields in their richest, 
brightest apparel, for you know it is 
“positively her last appearance for 
the season.” 

She is calling us with myriads of 
voices to come out and see her in all 
her glory. The birds chirp contentedly 
in the trees, for have they not reared 
their families and have them al) ready 
to take on their first long trip to the 
sunny south to show them something 
of the world. The squirrels dart from 
tree to tree and chatter noisily over 
the pile of nuts they have stored away | 
in a hollow tree, for their winter's food. 
The asters along the roadside are 
clothed in royal purple in all its shades. 
The golden rod flaunts its yellow 
Plumes and nods and beckons us to 
come out into the glorious sunshine 
and bracing air of this month of 
months. The trees are changing their 
garments of green for the more 
gorgeous ones of every shade of red, 
yellow and brown. The meadows and 
pastures are covered with an after- 
math carpet of brightest emerald. The 
wild grapes hang in purple clusters | 
along wire fences, or where the vines 
have run riotously over some tree or | 
shrubs. The nuts are falling, and 
waiting to be gathered to make many 
a merry feast next winter, when the 
cheeriest place in the world is by our 
own fireside, with ail the cold and 
storm and darkness shut out. 

Get ont, I say, and enjoy all this.

Arrange your work 
so that you can go nutting with the 
children on Saturdays and evening 
after school. Gather up an impromptu 
lunch—don’t make a whole lot of work 
out of it, for anything tastes good out 
of doors to an appetite sharpened by 
October air and healthful exercise. 

If you have been planning to visit 
a friend several miles away, go now, 
and drive if possible; it will be better 
for you than medicine, and much 
cheaper and pleasanter to take. I be- 
lieve it is a sin to waste these fine 
autumn days cooped up in the house. 
God never intended it so, or He would 
not have made the great outdoors so 
beautiful and inviting. 

If the plants for winter blooming are 
not potted for the house, it is high 
time you were at it, for some of these 
fine nights a frost will come and nip 
them so that it will take them a long 
time to recover from it. They look 
so pretty one hates to disturn them 
now, for, like everything else, they 
are making their final effort and doing 
their best, but it {is sometimes better 
to do a disagreeable thing at the right | 
time when putting it off only makes 
it more disagreeable in the end. 

Coleus slips taken off now will get 
well rooted and make a fine display 
next winter. Where one has suitable 
windows for them, they are even pret- 
tier and more velvety indoors than out, 
but it does not pay to take up old 
plants; young ones are much more 
vigorous and are not so apt to ripen 
and drop their leaves. It is a singular

fact that although they iike a shady 
location in summer, a sunny window 
is better for them in winter. 

Chinese lily bulbs, hyacinths, ete., 
should be potted and put out in the 
dark cellar, to be brought out in about 
six weeks or later for Christmas 
blooming. Small primrose’ plants 
should be potted and allowed to get a 
good, sturdy growth for coming into 
bloom in January or February; also 
the inch, or Christmas cactus. That, 
by the way, is about the only cactus I 
would give window room. lt is the 
only one that blooms enough to “pay 
for its keep.” A good specimen of 
this, however, is, indeed, a thing of 
beauty. I have seen them with from 
fifty to one hundred blossoms at once, 
and they come into bloom about Christ- 
mas, when flowers are scarce. 

Chrysanthemums which have been 
growing in the ground should be 
lifted carefully and potted in good, 
rich soil, and watered freely. A good 
soaking of the earth about them with 
liquid manure once a week wiil repay 
you with larger blossoms, for “mums” 
are gross feeders 

Small geraniums for winter bloom- 
ing do the best in tin cans, with soil 
composed of one-third leaf mold, one- 
third well rotted manure, and one-third 
sand. They will have to become pot- 
bound before they bloom well. The 
ordinary tomato can is large enough. 
Water only when the earth looks quite 
dry, and then water well. 

The larger geraniums, cannas, and 
other plants which are to be wintered 
in the,cellar should be left cut just 
as long as possible. A pretiy good 
frost will not hurt them, even if the 
tender leaves are nipped, as this helps 
to ripen them off and the better pre- 
pare them for their winter’s rest. I 
will say something about their care 
later. Also palms, ferns, and begonias, 
for, of course, you have them indoors 
now. 

One of the best plants for winter 
blooming is impatiens sultana, but it 
is very tender and somewhat addicted 
to getting insects on it. A weak kero- 
sene emulsion will kill the lice which 
infest it. It should be treated in the 
same manner, and given the same soil 
as begonias, viz., a light. porous soil.

To every gallon 
of this pulp which has been boiled 
down add one tablespoonful ellspice, 
one tablespoonful black pepper, three- 
fourths of a tablespoonful red pepper, 
one tablespoonful red cloves, one cup 
salt, one pint vinegar. Nutmeg and 
cinnamon can be used instead of all- 
spice and cloves. Boil until it is about 
as thick as sweet cream. Bottle at 
once, and it will be ready for the 
table.

To make jelly take a pint of sugar 
to a pint of juice, boil up, and skim 
before adding the sugar.

To can tomatoes scald and peel good 
ripe ones and cook in granite basin. 
Do not add water, as there is plenty 
of juice when started. Cook well, and 
seal while hot in glass jars. 

To keep beets nice for winter use 
cook same as for table use; put into 
stone jar, and cover with vinegar. 

A sure cure for boils is to eat 
raisins; a pound usually cures’ the 
worst cases. Raisins are also good 
for kidney trouble, and certainly no 








more palatable “medicine” could be 
taken. 

To remove iron rust from white 
clothes squeeze lemon juice on the 
spot and lay it on the grass in ithe sun;

e drought) of summer. Selah. (5) I 
acknowledged my sin unto thee, and 
mine iniquity have I not hid. I said, 


| will confess my transgressions unto 
the Lord; and thou forgavest the in- 
iquity of my sin. Selah. (6) For this 
shall every one that is godly pray unto 
thee in a time when thou mayest be 
found; surely in the floods of great 
waters they shall not come nigh unto 
him. (7) Thou art my hiding place; 
thou shalt preserve me from trouble; 
thou shalt compass me about with songs 
of deliverance. Selah. (8) I will in- 
struct thee and teach thee in the way 
which thou shalt go; I will guide thee 
with mine eye (counsel thee with mine 
eye upon thee.) (9) Be ye not as the 
horse, or as the mule, which have no 
understanding, whose mouth must be 
held in with bit and bridle, lest they 
come (trappings must be bit an bridle, 
to hold them in, else they will not 
come) near unto thee.

“imputed.” His moral state is, there- 
fore, without guile. He is so far as 
the future is concerned as though he 
had not sinned. 

David was forgiven, and now that he 
was forgiven he could approazch his 
God as confidently as when a boy he 
had approached his father Jesse (1st 
and 2d verses). 

With this joyful state and secure 
position or standing before God, he con- 
trasts his miserable and perilous condi- 
tion of that long year in which he had 
tried to conceal his sin from God and 
man (3d and 4th verses). Perhaps no 
one else knew it, but evidently during 
all this time David had no comfort in 
his religion. His prayers did not rise 
higher than his head. He had no con- 
solation in sacrifice: he had lost com- 
munion with God. Possibly he neglect- 
ed prayer altogether or prayed only as 
a matter of form. Was this the reason 
that he conducted his war with Moab 
and Ammon with such unheard of 
cruelty? (See II Samuel, 12:30-31.) 
It is a common remark that an up- 
braiding conscience often Jeads to 
cruelty and the oppression of others. 
When we are all wrong ourselves we 


usually try to lay the blame for our 
sin on others who are entirely inno- 
cent 


David shows how 
he obtained forgiveness; namely, just 
as we all do by the free, frank, and 
honest confession of sin and firm re- 
solve to lead a clean life in the future. 
It would have been much more to 
David’s credit if he had acknowledged 
the sin before Nathan brought the mat- 
ter so sharply to his attention. It will 
be to our credit if we confess our sins 
before we are found out, but better 
late than never even if as a result of 
trying to cover them over we have to 
bear the added shame of exposure. 
Our God is much more merciful than 
our fellow men and has charity for

human weakness where men have 
none 

But the joy of forgiveness is not 
for David alone: ‘For this shall every 
one that is godly pray unto thee 
in a time when thou’ mayest 
be found.” If God could forgive 
David even for as shameful sins 
as he committed, He can and will 
forgive you and me if we sincerely seek 
his forgiveness. More than that, He 
will give us guidance, protection, and 
help in time of trouble (7th verse). 
More than that, He will teach us how 
to live upright, clean, pure lives if we 
sincerely seek for his instruction. We 
have larger, fuller blessings nromised 


than were given to David. The Com- 


forter, or the form of manifestation 
of the Spirit since Christ came will 
lead us into all truth, interpreting and 


a the teachings of the Master. 


Above and bevond all this we have 
Provi ‘dential guidance. “I will guide 
thee with mine eye.” There is, if we 
but observe it, an outward Prot idential 
as well as an inward. Spiritual guid- 
ance Looking back over our own 
lives, is it not plain to us that many if 


not most of the good things that have 
come to us have not come as the result 
of ovr own endeavor but haye, so to 
sneak, been thrown in ovr way, and 
sometimes against our will and effort. 
God has been better to us than we 
have heen to ourselves. Let the middle 
“1 Christian look over his past life 
carefully and see if this is not true. 
But if we are to enioy these good 


things we must be teachable, nust put 
our hands, so to sneak, in the hand of 
God, and say with David: Load me, 


teach me to be not as the unreasoning 
horse or mule which can be made to 
annroach us onlv with bit or bridle. or 
the whip from behind (9th verse). For 
the idea is that the horse or mule 
must have bit or bridle or {ft will not 
come to us; that is, that {t must be 
bitted or bridled or it will not obey.

Cover Crops for the Orchard. 

Most of our readers give the orchard 
very little attention. They are not 
growing fruit in a commercial way, 
but simply growing enovgh for 
family use, and an acre of land planted 
to trees and given any kind of care can 
usually furnish them all the apples, 
cherries, plums, ete., that they want. 
Others of them, however, are growing 
not simply for their own use but for 
a cash crop, and for them the question 
of handling the orchard becomes one 
of prime importance. Shall they leave 
it in sod after the trees are three or 
four years old, allowing blue grass to 
have its will of the soil? Or shall they 
put it in clover and thus store the soil 
with nitrogen and furnish a cover crop 
Or shall they give it 
fine, clean cultivation the vear around? 
Or shall they give it clean cuitivation 
up to about the first of July, then sow 
some kind of a cover crop? 

To allow the blue grass to take 
possession of the soil is simply to in- 
vite ruin to the commercial orchard, 
and any man who does this and ex- 
pects a profitable crop will huve his 
eyes opened in a very short time. To 
do so is to invite failure. 

Which of the three other inethods 
should be followed depends on soils 
and climates. Some are better adapted 
to one set of conditions, and onother 
method perhaps may suit other condi- 
tions quite as well or better. Two 
points are to be kept in mind, one the 
maintenance of soil moisture, which is 
especially important in the mountain 
states and on the plains where there is 
about twenty inches of rainfail. It is 
less important in some years in the 
more eastern sections, but even there 
we have years when trees suffe: great- 
ly for lack of moisture. Where these 
conditions prevail there is no way of 
retaining moisture so efficient as that 
of giving it thorough culture in order 
to sustain the dust mulch. When in 
Washington and Idaho this summer, 
where the rainfall is from twenty to 
twenty-two inches, we found large 
orchards flourishing on the tops of hills 
simply because the owners maintained 
the dust mulch at all times. 

There are times, however, wnen this 
frequent cultivation is not desirable; 
nor is it indeed desirable with all kinds 
of fruit. It is apt to promote blight- 
ing, for example, in pears. If con- 
tinued too long, it keeps the trees 
growing so long that they fail to ripen 
up wood. Hence, the plan to be con- 
sidered thoroughly is that of cultivat- 
ing up to about July 1st, then using a 
cover crop. 

Professor Shutt, of the Ottawa, 
Canada, station, has been making ex- 
periments on this line and finds that 
by examining the soil for moisture that 
there is a very great increase where 
the dust mulch is maintained and that 
this moisture continues throughout the 
growing season. The results differ, of 
course, with different years, depending 
on the amount of moisture which the 
se1son furnishes. Speaking of the re- 
sults of 1902, he says: 

“The plan or system of orchard man- 
agement that includes cover cropping 
and cultivation will vary somewhat ac- 
cording to the district, but its effective- 
ness generally in regulating the soil’s 
moisture, in enriching the soil with 
humus and nitrogen, in arresting the 
loss of nitrates in the autumn, and in 
furnishing protection during the winter 
to the trees’ roots can not be doubted. 

“Perhaps the most valuable lessons 
from this vear’s investigation are to be 
drawn from the exneriments of the 
second series We learn, in the first 
place, that a very great distinction 
must be drawn between sod and cover 
crops as regards effect upon so‘l moist- 
ure. The former dries out the soil to 
a much greater degree and consequent- 
lv can not be advised. save in excep 
tionally well watered districts or where 
the water level is high. As already 
stated, the svstem of orchard soil man- 
agement must he worked ont after a 
eareful consiferation of the soil and 
climate conditions, but it does seem

Native Plums for the Northwest. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

One of the greatest problems that 
confronts fruit growers north of cen- 
tral Iowa is the severity of the win- 
ters, and whenever any fruit is to be 
planted the question arises, will this 
particular variety endure the hard 
freezes? Among the many fruits the 
plum seems to be the hardiest 

in the planting of plums the differ- 
ent species should be considered. The 
European plums can be plan:ed with 
a fair degree of success south of the 
central part of the state in some local- 
ities. The Japanese are very subject 
to rot and are too tender for the cold 
sections. The southern type of plums, 
the Chickasaws, have a few varieties 
that may be planted as far north as 
41 degrees latitude, but are too tender 
for north of this latitude. The native 
plums, known scientifically as the 
prunus Americana, are now grown ex- 
tensively in all the cold sections of 
the northwest, especially in Iowa, Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, North and South 
Dakota. 

Many varieties of much merit have 
been produced in the past decade and 
are now grown on a commercial scale. 
Some varieties that have proven of ex- 
ceptional value are De Soto, Wyant, 
Hawkeye, Forest Garden, ani Wolf. 
Any of these varieties may be planted 
on native roots without fear of them 
being tender; on the peach root they 
are too tender north of central Iowa. 
They are of good size, color, aud qual- 
ity, and are quite productive. Many 
of them can be used for table or des- 
sert purposes, but the large majority 
are used for culinary purposes.

Fruit Tree Protectors. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

During early fall the fruit trees that 
have been set in the spring, »: trees 
under five years of age, should be pro- 
tected from the rabbits and mice. 
These pests often do a great deal of 
injury by gnawing the bark on tne body 
of the tree, oftentimes completely de- 
stroying it. The mice can be prevented 
from doing much injury by mounding 
dirt around the trunk, but to prevent 
the ravages of rabbits some sort of a 
protector must be used. Some grow- 
ers recommend that the trees be 
rubbed with fresh liver, claiming the 
blood acts as a repellant. It is neces- 
sary to apply it two or three times dur- 
ing the winter. The most serviceable 
tree protector is the wood veneering 
which can be bought in differert sizes 
at very reasonable prices. The com- 
mon size is 10x24 inches. Should they 
be dry when received soak them in 
water before putting on. A noich can 
be made in the center at the edges in 
which the wire can be placed to avoid 
slipping off: ».

Poultry Questions. 

A subscriber writes: 

“I am going to raise chickens next 
year for the first time, and would like 
to know the best kind to raise. I want 
to raise two different breeds. One 
kind that will make good mothers, and 
to sell, and the other solely tor egg 
production. We are expecting to move 
to Missouri in the spring, and I don’t 
want to use incubators, but i want 
hens that will sit early and make good 
mothers. I would like to have a good 
plan for a hen house and chicken yard 
so that I can have one part of it out- 
side of the yard and make one house 
do for both flocks.” I purpose letting 
the layers have the farm, and keep the 
sitters in a yard. Would also like to 
have a plan for a good brood coop. I 
would like the address of the best 
poultry paper you know of.” 

Bither Mr. H. is a new subscriber or 
he has failed to see the recent com- 
munications as to the best breed. Of 
the contributions received as to the 
best breed no two agree, and he will 
find that there is no best breed. The 
best breed is the one that pleases you 
best. Personally we prefer the White 
Wyandottes because they are one of 
the best of the general purpose fowls, 
and they are, to us, the most attract- 
ive; but if one likes the darker breeds 
the Silver Wyandotte is a most per- 
sistent layer, has as many -gond qual- 
ities as the White, and we think is 
the most friendly fowl we know of. 
The Barred Plymouth Rocks in their 
business suits of black and white are 
always in favor, the White and Buff 
as well. 

We would hesitate to raise chickens 
for the first time and undertake to 
handle two breeds if we expected to 
keep both pure. The Leghorns are 
conceded to be the best of the laying 
breeds, but they require a warm house 
to keep the combs from freezing, and 
consequently frequently do not lay as 
well under aver*ge housing as the gen- 
eral purpose breeds. Two or three- 
veir-old hens usnally become broody 
early in the spring. No breed can be 
denended upon for early sitters. 

The mails are full of good poultry 
and we could not s1y which 
is the best. The fancier might prefer 
a different paper from the farmer, but 
that, too, is a matter of*choice. It 
might be well to send for sample copies 
of the various poultry papers on our 
clubbing list.

About Values. 


The young breeder who has grown a 
flock of standard bred chickens from 
eges from a thoroughbred yard finds 
difficulty in fixing the value of his 
birds After the culls are removed, 
how shall he put a price fair to buyer 
and seller on the stock? If his cus- 
tomers come to him his prices should 
lower than where he must stand 
expense of advertising and ship- 
well as the stationery and 
account. 

Any thoroughbred fowls that would 
not be disqualified but lack the fine 
points of the breed will bring from two 
to five dollars as breeders for the 
males, and one to three dollars for 
the females. Birds that are fit to win 
in the shows will bring from ten dol- 
lars up to one hundred dollars, de- 
pending upon the size of the show 
and the quality of the bird. 

Males and females from a_ flock 
which has made a record as egg pro- 
ducers will bring abont what the owner 
chooses to ask for them. A hen with 
a trap nest record of 200 eggs per year 
worth a good deal to her owner, 
and in paying a long price for her 
you are paying not only for the hen 
and her qualities but the time 
of the owner in aseertaining her real 
worth as an egg vroducer. 

The older breeders get better prices 
for their stock than amateurs; they 
are also easier to deal with in case of 
disappointing hatches, for they can not 
afford to have a dissatisfied customer. 
\ novice often wishes to get for his 
voung stock the same prices he paid 
for the old without regard to quality; 
older breeders sell culls on the market 
rather than send them out as bieeders 
at any price '

Breed Your Best Brood Sows. 

So long as the farmer sells the best 
because they bring the highest prices, 
whether in hogs, cattle, or horses, he 
will never make any improvement in 
the breeding of his stock. The quality 
of the cattle stock of the country de- 
preciated very rapidly during the hard 
times in the 90's because the buyer 





would buy only the best, and if the 
farmer must sell he sold the best, and 
it will take some time yet to recover 
that lost ground. The same was true 
with horses during the same period, 
and to a certain extent with hogs also. 

There is vast need of improvement 
in the type of hogs grown on the west- 
ern farm The farmer has perhaps 


given more attention to the selection 
of his brood sows than any other 
female stock on the farm, but many of 
them have selected after a wrong ideal. 
They have selected for good looks 
rather than for usefulness, an‘! the re- 
sult has been a deterioration almost 
as great as in cattle and in horses. 

The time to make the seleciion for 
next year’s breeding, so far as this 
year’s pigs are concerned, is now. The 
best brood sows on the farm should 
under no circumstances be soid until 
they are past their usefulness. Many 
farmers during the past year have sent 
fine brood sows to market because 
hogs have been a good price and a two- 
year-old brood sow well tatted brings a 
good pile of money. A brood sow three 
years old is in the very height of her 
usefulness, and if she throws large 
litters and is a good suckler, as under 
these circumstances she is iikely to 
be, is motherly and has good sense, 
and takes good care of her pigs, she is 
worth a good deal more on the farm 
than she is on the market. 

The greatest trouble with the hogs 
of the corn belt is that they are too 
short, too much disposed to put on fat, 
and too good lookers. We wouid send 
every gilt of this character to the fat- 
tening pen without a moment’s hesita- 
tion, and prefer the long, deep, and 
broad gilt, one of a large litter, well 
nourished, from a dam that had both 
good sense and was a good suckler. 

The milking qualities of the brood 
sow can be improved quite as much 
as those of the dairy cow. We can not, 
of course, submit the milk of the brood

sow to the Babcock test and find out 
its per cent of fat, but we can deter- 
mine by the growth of the pigs whether 
it serves the chief end and purpose of 
sow’s milk; therefore, it is much 
easier to select a profitable milker 
among the brood sows than among the 
cows in the dairy. 

Selection, however, is not all. These 
young gilts must be properly fed. Do 
not, we beg of you, put them on an 
all corn diet. Do not treat them as 
you do the barrow or the culled gilts 
intended for the fattening pen. Do 
not let them get their exclusive feed 
from the droppings of corn fed cattle. 
Give them a flesh-forming and bone- 
forming diet—clover hay, oats—as at 
least part of their ration. Do rot feed 
these gilts for fat. Feed for growth 
and development, for vitality. Mate 
properly, and you will have no reason 
to complain of results next year. 


A Type of Hog Cholera. 

The department of agriculture re- 
ports the discovery of a type of hog 
cholera which is not caused by bac- 
teria but which is none the less ex- 
ceedingly contagious. Hogs coming in 
contact wih the sick almost invari- 
ably contract the disease, which, for- 
tunately can not be communicated to 
any other animal than the hog. The 
symptoms noticed are largely the same 
as in the ordinary swine plague and 
hog cholera. The first day there is a 
loss of appetite and listlessness; the 
second day the hog becomes very sick, 
hollow in the flanks, with a staggering 
gait, maybe diarrhoea and again maybe 
not. The eyes become sore and the 
lids glued together. Death usually 
takes place within seven days, and 
approximately within two weeks after 
the first exposure. The disease par- 
ticularly affects the kidneys. It is 
confined so far to southwestern Iowa, 
and farmers in that section should be 
particularly careful not to allow 
strange hogs to come on their farms 
or to permit their hogs in any way to 
come in contact with other herds. 

The department recommends the 
isolation of all sick animals and the 
disinfection of all infected lots with 
a thorough disinfectant.. The details 
of special methods of treatment will 
be given to the public by the depart- 
ment in due time. 





Cement Dipping Tanks. 


A Dallas county, Iowa, subscriber 
asks for information concerning tanks 
for dipping hogs. He wants to know 
especially whether cement tanks have 
proved satisfactory. We don't know 
of any such tanks in use. If any of 
our readers can give us information 
on the subject we will apprecizte it. 

The same correspondent also asks 
concerning the best dip. There are 
several excellent dips advertised in the 
Farmer. We have been dipping our 
own hogs about once a month this year, 
and are very much pleased with the 
results. 





Prepare for the Spring Hog Pasture. 


On many farms where the value of 
hog pasture is fully appreciated it is 
not provided simply because it has 
been delayed until the regular spring 
work in the fields begins to crowd. 
How many of our readers, for example, 
made up their minds last winter that 
they wonld have a rape patch for the 
hogs the following spring but failed 
to provide it? Their intentions were 
good but they delayed preparing the 
ground until it was so late that every 
moment of available time was required 
in the corn field. If they had had the 
ground for the rape patch plowed in 
the fall so that a couple of hours’ work 
in the spring would have been sufficient 
to sow the seed and harrow it in, the 
hogs would have had their rape. 

Perhaps some of our readers are like 
the subscriber with whom we were 
talking the other day. He remarked 
that his good blue grass posture fur- 
nished all the hogs needed. Blue grass 
m*kes a fine hog pasture but some- 
thing else is needed. The object 
shonld be to get as munch green stuff 
into the hogs as possible, and to do 
this we mnst furnish them with a 
variety of pasture. They will go from 
one pasture to another of a different 
kind and eat considerable more when 
they have a variety. Jt will pay to

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Something More About Seed Corn. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

Wallaces’ Farmer has had a good 
deal to say about the way and kind of 
seed cern to select, when to sclect it, 
and how to acclimate varieties and have 
the crop mature by September 15th. 
I think I have read all these articles 
carefully, and consider the suggestions 
excellent and well worth putting into 
practice. 

But if the season in Iowa is anything 
like it has been in Illinois no man can 
tell which is an early maturing variety. 
For instance, I have two fields planted 
to the same variety, No. 1 planted May 
18th and 19th and No. 2 planted May 
23d to 25th. There is five days’ dif- 
ference in the time of planting but 
there is more than ten days’ difference 
in the corn, the later planted field being 
the riper. Both fields were plyunted on 
corn stalk land and both were spring 
plowed. .-lé the seed had been bought 
on the ket or from another state 
we would naturally say that there is 
a difference in the seed. There must 
be a reason for field No. 2 maturing 
ten days earlier when planted five days 
later, and there is. Field No. 1 was 
infested with the corn root louse and 
try as we would with pulverizing the 
soil the corn couldn’t grow without 
roots; the other field was not much 
affected, and the corn went right to 
work. This is an object lesson I have 
had on my own farm, and no doubt 
many another farmer has had tne same 
experience, but may have failed to 
trace out the cause of the difference. 
If different kinds of corn had been 
used I might have thought it due to 
the variety. 

No man will ever find a corn that 
will yield one hundred bushels per 
acre annually. No, the corn field is 
full of impocriections, like the human 
family. It kceps us hustling to keep 
up to the standard, and once in awhile 
we slip back a cog or notch, as it were, 
but it only makes us stronger for the 
next year’s warfare. I am not one of 
these enthusiasts who believes that it 


can and wil be accomplished in a 
decade, or even two decades. No, I 


have been thirty years and over select- 
ing seed corn, and find that it takes 
lots of hard and earnest effort to im- 
prove any variety of corn. Some 
varieties are so poorly bred that life 
is too short to try to breed them up; 
better start with something good, and 
then it is slow enough to keep you 
wondering why you don't see more 
change for the perfect corn.

With Regard to Seed Corn. 
To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

I am very grateful to my young 
farmer friend who introduced to me 
Wallaces’ Farmer. It seems to meet 
the full requirements of a farm journal.

The newspaper reports, and even the 
reports from Washington, indicate that 
the corn in the great corn belt is not 
seriously injured, but this is incorrect. 
It is badly hurt, and such days as Sep- 
tember 24th and 25th with the mercury 
at 95 in the shade and a stronz south 
wind has dried the corn and shows 
the frosted ears are badly shriveled, 
and the injury resulting from the frost 
of the middle ef Sentember 
plainly seen. 

In western and northern Nebraska 
there will be little sound corn fit for 
seed next yer, and while the farmers 
can not well stop now, in the midst 
of the busiest time of the year with 
many of them, to husk out these sound

ears, they can attach a box to their 
Wagons and as they husk can select 
the choicest ears for seed. We have 
a few headred bushels of old corn in 
the ear heft over from which we shall 
at onve sélect our next yeur's seed.

better seed. The seed that ! regard 
as the earliest and best for this loca- 
tion is the calico. My son has been 
experimenting with Iowa Gold Mine, 
trying for the past three years to get 
it acclimated, but both last year and 
this it was caught by the frost and 
nearly ruined. He has been trying 
three varieties, but our old calico is 
our best corn. 

Seed corn, if one can not raise it 
himself, should not only be secured 
from the same latitude but also as 
near home as possible. The distance of 
a few miles sometimes proves ruinous 
to the crop. We began planting this 
year May 15th and continued until 
May 25th, but next year we shall, if 


possible, begin May ist and get 
through by the 15th. Of course, we 
may get caught by an early spring 


frost, but if it is not a freeze the corn 
will come right on again. I expect to 
plant one field next year with my very 
best seed, with a view to raising seed, 
giving it extra care and topping it as 
our fathers used to, thus giving it extra 
sunshine.
